•*^ fequences of tb€ prefent war, and theflrange mix- 
ture of vamty^ dopucity^ pei^dy, and cruelty^ the 
complication of paffioiw and vices thai diftingnifh 
sft certava co^^icaeu^ cb^vad^r^ 1 began to regale 
my deffionding icaagii^tioA by r^refentiog him |o 
myfelf in an hijt9rkal pipint of view^ confidering 
bim as a player, e^bibiuog a variety of cbara£ters^ 
and applying to him the wonl&of Young :

In the middle of this reverie I fell tfleep, and wfe 
foon tranfported in a dr^am, on the wmgs of fancy^ 
to the days of the celebrated Stratfoi'd Jutiiee. Me-»^ 
thought I was carried by an invifible power to the 
doors of a vaft amjphitheatre^ filled by the inhabit- 
ants of different nations in all their variety of drefles. 
By a large printed bill in red letters, I found that 
Shakfpeare's Jubilee was to be preceded by a fort of 
pantomimical entertainment, intermixed with fome

of the perfonages of the old hard, exhibited by 
Garrick in the charafter of Harlequin. Indignant as 
1 was to fee my favourite poet fo degraded, I however 
produced my ticket, and took my feat. The firft 
entertainment 1 found was entitled HarlequiJi Corficaiu 
After the niufic had played an overture, the favourite 
aftor appeared in the charafter of Hot/pur, with 
Pierrot habited like fVorceJier, in the Firft Part of 
Henry the Fourth. The old EngliQi carl feemed to be 
foothmg his angry nephetv in thefe words : 
Perfce, ecu fin, fay no more. 
Hot/pur replied with the moft frightful contor- 
tions and ridiculous grimaces ; 

By Heaven, methinks it were an eafy leap, 

1*0 pluck bright Honour from the pale-fac*d moon j 

Or dive into the bottom of the deep, 

Where fathom line could never touch the ground, 

And pluck up drowiie^ Honour by the locks j 

So he that could redeem her thence might wear 

JVithout eorrival all her dignities,. &c. , 

I was told by a critic near me, that the Corjican 
Harlequin alluded by thcfe lines to his plans againft 
the' Turktfli Crefcent, a;nd probably to the real 
predominance of the Queen of Night over his heated 
brain ; the latter part feemed to denote the projefted 
invafion, and its probable confequences to himfelf, 
which the charafter he aiTumed, fo frankly" avowed to 
the Englifh Ambaflador. .Shortly after, by a met a- 
morpholis, performed in the twinkling of an eye^ 
-Harlequin appeared in the drefs of an ancient Scottifti 
TJiane ; and 1 heard him repeat the very words of 
Macbeth: 

To be thus is nothing; 
But to be fafely thus : — My fears in Bwrhon 
btick deep ; and in his royalty of nature 
Reigns that which would be feared. 

— They 
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— ^They put a barren fceptre in my gripe, 
Thence to be wrench'd by an unlineal baud. 
No fon of mine fuccceding. — 

— For Bourbon's iflue have I fiU'd my mind ; 
Put rancours in the veflel of my peace, 
Only for them ; and mine eternal jewel 
Given to the common enemy of man, &c. 

The ftage foon afterwards was darkened ; but a 
flrange fulphurous light dawning gradually over it, 
a caldron was feen, and the witches dancing round 
it : fhortly after, Macbeth appeared with a bundle 
of poppy in his hand, which he deliberately (liook 
over the veflel, and then retired. An odd effeA of 
_this appeared m the next fcene; when the firft 
objedl I perceived was Harlequin like Claudius 
King of Denmark. He exhibited all the figns of 
terror which that charaSer difplays in the poifoning 
fcene. 1 caft my eyes round in fearch of the caufe^ 
with fome anxiety, but no fceptre appeared. In ^, 
few minutes, however, I diftinflily heard a hollow 
voice repeating, \i\ fmall but fullen Ibupds, tbefe 
words : 

I will find him when he lies afleep, 
And in his car I '11 holla " 0/>ium ;'' 
Nay, I will have a ftarling taught to fpeak 
Nothing but o/>ium^ and give it him. — 

Soon after I heard the fluttering of wings ; the 
darting a£):ually made its appearance, and accofled 
the King with this formidable word, with fo much 
vociferation and perfeverance, that he fairly drove the 
jroyal Dane off" the ftage. 

Harlequin next appeared Hamlet himfelf, driving 
in Columbine before him, who feemed to have fallen 
under his princely difpleafure. She appeared in a 
mixed charaQer, partly drefled as Queen Gertrude 
actually appears on the ftage, and partly decorated 
with drooping lilies, the welLkuown emblematic 
JB a ^ infignia 
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iniignia of France, Hamlet approached ber^ bearing 
in either band a pi£ture^ and addreifed her in the^ 
words : 

Look here upon this picture — and on this. 

This was your hufband. Look you now what follows 1 

Here is your hufband — 

You cannot call it love. Though fenfe you have, 

£lfe could you not have motion ; fure that fenfe 

Is apoplex'd, for madnefs could not err 

So palpably. 

— What devil was it, 
That thus hath cozen'd you at boodman- blind ? 
Eyes without feeling — feeling without fight/ 
"Ears without hands or eyes ; 
Or but a iickly part of one true fenfe 
Could not fo mope. 

• All this while flic appeared in great agony, till the 
Prince drfmiffed her with a looker pity and contempt. 
This exhibition was fucceeded by the mafquerader in 
the figure of a Roman patrician^ with a lingular 
expreffion of rancour and envy in his countenance. 
1 could not conjefture whom he meant to perfonate, 
till I (hortly after faw Pierrot like Julitis Cafar, with 
his bald head and laurel crown, obiervine the fenator 
Avith a fagacious and penetrating eye^ ana repeating, 

Yond* Qaffius has a lean and hungry look ; 
Seldom be fmiles ; and fmilcs infuch a fort. 
As if he mock*d himfelf, and fcorn'd his fpirit 
That could be niov'd to fmile at any thing : 
Such men as he be never at heart's cafe, 
Whiles they behold a gi^eater than themfelves. 

But this high-fpirited RomTin, who could not brook 
a fupcrior, was foon degraded into a modern Italian 
pantaloon. I foon rccognifed my old acquaintance 
the Apothecary in Romeo and Juliet. 

— IMeagre wtre his looks; 
Sharp mifery had worn him to the bones ; 
The world was not his friend, nor the ^cw; A/ / Ijffv.

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This was the only diflfereince | ** the ftuffed alli- 
gator/' inftead of being hung up in his (hop, was 
ftuck under his arm,. as if he was in the aft of carrying 
it from Egypt; as a lading though not a living 
monument of his exploits there. 

He was foon, however, by fome invifible meanS) 
expanded into the jolly figure of Jack Cade, with bia 
thrum cap and ruftic myrmidons. After dubbing 
himfelf an Emperor indead of a Knight, the mob 
cried out, " God fave your Majf^y !*' on which he 
anfsvered, «* Thanks, goodpeefiie. There fliall be no 
money nor trade. Jack Cade, th^ dothier, ihall 
drefs the commonwealth, aiKJ fet a new Nap upon it,/*

HOW TO ABUSE MINISTER?.

LETTER I. ' 
MR. 'editor, 

'TTHERE is nothing like candour at firft flarting. 
•*■ Know then, that I am a general vilifier, in verfe 
and in profe, of all his Majefty's Minifters, for the 
time beings of what party or denomination foever 
they may be. I have nothing to objefl to the manners^ 
the morals, or the meafures of Mr. Addington; but 
it is an indifpenfable duty in the honourable corps to 
which I belong, to arraign andcenfure thofe publicly, 
whom, under a confcientious qualm, one might fome- 
times be induced, perhaps, privately to admire. We 
are well paid to annoy pre-eminence in the government 
of the country > and therefore, like Swifs. troops, are 

feldoiu 
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fcldom at a lofs for an obje6t of attack, or in making 
free quarters wherever we move. Men unacquainted 
with the political darings of this great town, may 
wonder why his Majefty's prefent Adminiftration 
ihould be loaded with more perfonal abufe than their 
predeceifors in office. They naturally enough conclude, 
that, as Meflrs. Addington and Co. are etttfting more 
in. the conftttutional defence of the country, their 
meritft ought^ratefully to be eftimated by their public 
fervices. But the very reverfc of this propofitioii 
forms, at this enlightened moment, the regulating 
principle ; and thefelbre, in proportion as the King's 
Minivers are ingreafing in the wora/ clliniation of ihc 
people, we find a political ncceffity for multiplying 
our arts to affail them. The fervicc oi ftate'ViUfifutg^ 
that is, ofjdefaming every honourable member of the 
.King's Government, though it now comprehends a 
numerous corps of artificers^ is an occupation that 
requires the fmalleft portion of flocks of all others, 
except in that ordinary commodity ofjheer impudence, 
with which nature, now-a-days, fo liberally fupplies 
ttiankind: and as to tootSf thefe we always trutt to 
making with great facility as we go along. Hence it 
16 that yqu fee fo many ahttje-jhop^ fo rapidly opened 
againft the good government of the country, under 
any Oppojitiorif or Ex-Miaiflryy that choofe to fet 
them up. The main attention of a Jiate-vHifier is 
dire6led to a confcientious difregard of truth ; fo that 
by no ci^ofs-grained accident he may be betrayed into 
any aflertion, that by poffibility may bear the femblance 
of a yiwS. This being properly underftood, our duty 
becomes Amplified, and is moft pleafantly difcharged 
againft the higher powers, in a manner which I (hall 
hereafter explain.

But we are not at all 
furprifed at this : while we have Mr. Addington for a 
Minifter, we fliall not wonder at any thing that is done 
in Turkey, in Perfia, or even in Thibet itfelf. The 
Britifh authority cannot be refpefted while we have 
fuch drivellers 3Lt the helm. They are reprefentcd a3 
hone/i, well-meaning meuy as if ive wanted either 
honell or well-meaning men at the head of affairs ! 
We coiiid eafily prove, on the contrary, that honeft 
and well-meaning men muft be fools. — What has 
honefty to do with placemen ? It is the bufinefs of a 
Minifter to make all he can, and to provide well for all 
the dependants of his party. With fuch men as 
the prefent, Britain can never be refpe^ed. — Lord 
Chatham would have cut off his right hand before 
he would have fuffered a paltry Pacha of three tails to 
have caufed difturbance in the Ottoman empire, that 
old and faithful ally of Great Britain, 

But the hirelings of Minifters ftill tell us, they 
are ** men of integrity and honour, well-intentioned 
men :" we fuppofe they mean by this, that they are 
men who pay their debts. — Who ever heard of ftatefmeii 
and politicians paying th^ir debts ? But this it comes 
to, when all the great talents of the country are 

excluded from tlie adminiftration. If Mr. , 

and Lord , and —; — , &c, &c. had been iii 

office, we iliould have had no fuch paltry doings 
as this; but the diminutive details of the (hopkeeper 
are, alas } introduced into the great departments of 
th<^ ftate; and thefe nincompoops expedl the fame 
credit for honour and integrity in public life, as wouM 
be claimed by a petty trader on the Exchange ! 

The fame hireling mifcreants tell us, ** the coun- 
try is faved," *^ the plans of the enemy are difcon- 
certed /* and why, truly ? Truly becaufe thefe blocks

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England with arms in their hands/' We fuppofe 
they mean the volunteers !

Why 
do they not let him come out ? why do they hot fuffer 
him to land, and give him battle fairly in the field ?

been in office, they would have fuffered him to have 
Janded long ago, they would not have fculked, and 
counteraAed craft by policy: but o^wnm^ is always 
the vice ef hyj minds. . It may fuit the narrow policy 
of the Addingtons, the Hawkefburys, the St. Vincents, 
thofe underlifigs in office, to coop and pen the enemy 
up in his ports ; men of more liberal minds would have 
Jet him come out, and do his worfl. — ^They would 
have fcomed tp take even a fingle gun-boat before 
the grand queftion was decided. 

But where indeed fhould fuch men get their 
knowledge of ftate affairs ? Not furely in the Speaker's 
chair, in the Houfe of Commons. Not on . the 
continent, and in vifiting the different courts of 
Europe* Not in Audying the laws, or fighting the 
battles of their country ! — ^No, thefe will only make 
nincompoops and drivellers. It is at Brookes's, at 
Newmarket, in Duke's Place; it is among ftarpers, 
black- legs, and fwindlers only, that human nature 
is to be Audied ; nor can any man be fit to manage 
the afiairs of a nation till he has totally ruined his 
own. 

If the public are fo funk in flupidity as not to 
underftand thefe things; as not, to unite with one

Jufl, Sir, as the clock 
of the iHorfe Guards ftruck the hour, as I was leaning 
againft the iroti railing which runs between the Trea^ 

fury gateway and Mr, Ad ^n*s private door^ driving 

to while away the dreary moments which were to 
elapfe before the welcome relief came round, having 
placed my mulket upon the ground near me, with my 
foraging cap drawn over my ears, and my pipe in my 
mouth, I ' faw, to my furprife,^ the door leading to

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Mr. Ad ^n's houfe flowly turn upon Us hinges, and 

a tall figure ftalk out — without a head! 

Aftonifliment and horror cliained up my faculties : 
I fcarcely dared to look at the tremeriJous phantom, 
much lefs did I prefume to fpeak to it. The figure, 
however, which iiTiied from the door within three 
feet of me, moved flowly to the Canal 5 and the moon 
fhining bright at the moment, I was enabled, when I 
recovered the ufe of my faculties and reafon, to gaze 
upon it and mark its form, 

Thofe who have hitherto defcribed the ghq/l have 
ftated it to be the appearance of a woman without a 
head. Sir, without a hea^ it certainly appeared, but 
it was not a woman. It was drefled in male attire, in 
a coat of a l>lue colour, white waiftcoat, black fatin 
breeches, filk ftockings, fhpes and buckles. In one 
hand It bqre a light, vvhiph in mortal grafp would 
have been called a hand candleftick ; in the other a 
large paper folded up in the (hape of a letter, upon 
which, by the light of the moon, I faw a fuper- 

fcription ." To the Right Hon. Henry Ad ?2, &c. 

&c. Downing Street.'* Head, as I before faid, it 
had none; but upqn its fliQulders a huge cocked hat 
was placed, and out of the coat pockets many papers 
tied up with red taj)e peeped out,' marked with the 
fame infcription as that which the phantom bore in 
its hand. 

, As it pafled near me, Sir, I heard the.tpoft piteou/s 
moanings, fuch as, 1 fhould have thought could only 
have proceeded from one in, pain, ^ecompanied by 
rumblings and explofions, fuch as I can only compare 
to diftant thunder, or the long roll of the drum for 
parade. Having j>luJiCed up fome little courage, I 
followed thisavvhil appearance, which bent itsvifionary 
fteps towards the iron rails which terminate the Canal 
at the bottv)ni of the Parade. — Upcjn its arrival there 
it flopped 5 and the founds of paiUj, the rumblings, 

' and 
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and explofions, increafed with redoubled violence. I 
almoft tremble. Sir, when I relate what I faw, with 
mingled fentiments of horror, of fhame, and aftonifh- 
ment ; upon the veracity of a guardfman I declare,- I 
faw this imaginary being perform funftions clofe to 
the aforefaid rails, which I had always conceived be- 
longed to mortals only, fuch as I never thought ne^ 
cejfary for difembodied fpirits, fuch as I never could 
have believed the pure nature of ghofts could have 
required. Difturbed, offended, frightened, allonifhed, 
and difgufted, I retreated to my poft, and foon after 
the figure returned. The only change I difcovered in 
its progrefs and appearance, was, that its ftep was 
lighter ; its pace was quicker ; no moanings, no rum- 
.blings, no explofions, accompanied its march ; and 
the paper direAed " To tJie Right Hon, Henry 
jidr^ — rw, ^c, &c.

•feen in its hand. Thus apparently difencum- 
bered, it paffed through the door into the garden, and 
difappeared.

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WEAK MEN.

MR. EDITOR. 

^T^HERE is a prejudice which has much influence;^ 

upon the public in favour of weak men. It is 
generally thought that becaufe men are weaki ^bey are 
therefore honejij and require not to be guarded againft 
as knaves. What exprejQSon more frequent than this^ 
He is a Jimple, honejiy well-meaning man ? Now 
there is a fenfe, the only proper fenfe indeed of the 
Vioxii fimple^ borrowed from mechanics I believe, 
which exprefles all that is pure and grand in the cha- 
rafter of human beings, a freedom from complex and 
hidden views, dire£l and honourable conduft in every 
tranfaflion ; a man, therefore, who (hould be entitled, 
in this fenfe, of the word, to the character of one of a 
Jimple mind, muft be an excellent perfon. But a 
Jimple honejl man, according to the vulgar import of 
the expreffion, is neither more nor lefs than d^Jilh/ 
felloWf who is thought to be too great a fooi to be a 
rogue. It is this common prejudice which I would 
combat, becaufe it is not only mifchievous, but, in my 
opinion, extremely falfe. Pl'tak perfons are commonly 
falfe\ and men of fuperior underftandiiig, men of iii- 
legrity and truth, if I have been happy enough to make 
any correS obfervations. 1 think too, that my ob- 
fervaiions of faAs are fupported by the beft theory on 
the fubjeft. Men of talents have extenjive views, and 
perceive in a moment how very feldom it is that falfe- 
hood and deception can accomplifh any purpoft. 
IVeak men, who never fee far, are always prefled to 
overcome prefent difficulty, and nothing feems to theip 
moreeafy than a lie or a trick. This is the habit of 
every child to efcape correftion or gain a point ; and 
what is a weak maji but a grown child ? Now, '*^•- 
when Mr. Addington became Prime Minifter, 5 
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the general cry. He is&Jimpte welUmeaning fnan; and 
jealoufy was laid -afleep by this -prejucKce, that a weak' 
man is not to be dreaded as deceitful. How has this 

Jimple well'tneaning man afted ? He has made war 
MtiAer falfe pretences — by this the nation has b^en 
deceived. He has unfairly ftated the finances of the 

,. country, and tricked men into loans — by this the mo- 
tiied men have been deceived. He has talked fair to 
fiis old friends, who opened the door of his advance- 
tnent — ^by this Mr. Pitt has been deceiveiJ, who dill 
thinks bimfelf the wifer of the two. He keeps his place 
in peace and war by trick and management done— 
by this all parlies have been deceived. His admini* 
flration is a fchemebf low deception, a fyftem of ex-: 
pedients fuch as children adopt. He has proved that 
'a weak man is mod likely to be falfe ; and that a great 
man of talents is moft likely to be true, honourable, 
atid ufeful^ I hope the nation will one day believe and 
experience. 

It has often been remarked, that low minds are cun" 
iiihg ; for the fame reafon, no doubt, becaufe great 
minds know that cunning and trick cannot long fub- 
ferve any important purpofe, and fuch folicit only the 
accomplifliment of important purpofes j whilft low 
tfiinds are ever upon the watch to obtain temporary 
advantages, and, looking no farther, leave their cha- 
rafters at rifk. I am no partifan in politics; one 
.word, however, may be pardoned upon a politician. 
Mr. Fox has fliut the door of office agaihfl himfelf, 
only by his open and ingenuous condu£l. ** There 
was in the nature of this man (fo his biographer 
will fayj fomething fo undifguifed, fimple, and di- 
redli, that he always gave offence to the Court; for 
thofe who required flattery from him, found that he 
was too proud to debafe himfclf." 1 fear Mr. Fox 
will not be foon in office; but when he ihall be fo, 
let no vulgar maxim be oppofed to him ; and becaufe

my anceftors. The republican Greeks, Carthaginians, 
and Romans, when they butchered their pnfoners,

The Spaniards in South America, in bravely mur- 
dering the defencelefs Indians, were guided by feme 
perfons of my race. When, at St. Bartholomew, the 
French Catholics facrijiced the French Proteftants ; 
and feventy years afterwards the Irifli Catholics im- 
molated the Iriih Proteftants, my great-grandfather's 
grandfather, and my great-grandfather's father, were 
the facrificers.

Enclifh,'* Carnot fent roe to Flanders^ Brabant, and 
Holland, with the rank of aide-de-camp ; but arif« 
tocracy was there the order of the day ; and had not 
Citizen Van Damme received me, I ihould, to the 
jdifgrace of the Great Nation^ have returned as I went* 
At Quiberon, in 1795, I banquettcd for weeks with 
Citizens Tallien and Hoche, and every day fome frefli 
game was provided for me, I was occupied in 
Italy in 1796, and particularly at Verona in 1797; 
and after Jbme hundred petty deeds with my relative 
Kapoleone the Firft, to whofe ftaff 1 have ever fincc 
belonged^ I Went with him to Egypt and Syria, 
and the hills of Jaffa : the fcattered bones and 
bleaching Ikulls record for ever our prefence there.

Idlenefs, the mother of all vice, 
with ibme years otium cum dignitatem had nearly 
broken my family fpirit : thanks to your political and 
philofophical plan, I hope again to be called into 
afiivity. Citizen Napoleone has already convoked a 
family council, and we ^re about to deliberate, no^ 
where to end, but where to begip : whichwould.be 
the moft advantageous to our caufe and intereft, the

f^ RE AT as the change has certainly been in manners, 
^^ arifing frorn the military arrangements of the 
. prefeni day, houeft John Bull has not entirely quitted 
his ancient purfqits. It was always obferved, that the 
tendency of war was to increafe the number of politi- 
cians ; and the prefent has been ib happily . contrived, 
that John's political bias yet remains, although every 
town is a garrifon, and every field a camp.

date of affairs abroad, draw moft plentifully on their 
invention, to fupply the place of fafts, Sucll know- 
ing that the political appetite, while it is as (Iron^, 
18 Tefs delicate than the natural. A tme quidnunc i» 
never truly fed, although he may fometimes allow that 
he is fatisfied. He is all appetite, and no digeftion. 
There have been few battles that have lafted more 
than a day } and the largeft Weft India ifland is feldom 
more than a breakfaft. Hence it becomes necelTary 
for his caterers to ftudy French cookery, make a 
little go a great way, and ferve up the fame articles 
under different fliapes. At prefent, they magnify or 
diminifli the invading force, according to rules which 
it is impoffible to underftand, and which therefore 
dfibrd wonderful food for domeftic politicians, or for 
th'ofe more fagacious gentlemen who frequent coffee- 
Iioufes, and whofe opinions are fuppofed to have great 
weight, becaufe they are delivered with a loud voice, 
* and who think they are unanimous, only becaufe they 
all fpcak at one time. It may be remembered that 
when we were at firft threatened with invafion, the 
enemy's gjun-boats amounted to eight thoufand, each 
capable otcarryingone hundred men I This was a force

number of the boats, add eight hundred fucceeded 
pretty well, while the men difappeared in fuch numbers, 
that we have never heard of one fourth fince.

*^ CITIZEN GENERAL, 

*^ On the 2d inftant, the detachment under my com- 
inand was attacked by a force of five hundred Negroes, 
under the command of General Deffalines in perfon. 
At the firft onfet, the Republican troops were thrown 
^into fome confufion ; but they foon rallied, and repulfed 
the enemy with great vivacity. The confufion was 
produced by the irregularity with which my orders for 
a charge upon the enemy's line were executed. This 
was however entirely owing to the circumftanceof the 
charging force being partly bipedal and partly qua- 
drupedal, the latter confifting of the new troops from 
Hil'paniola. - I have fince accuftomed the 29th Light 
Brigade to manoeuvre upon all fours with the 2d heavy 
C^ir^iic Battalion. I have alfo ordered the tails of fuch 
::-..♦ of 
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of the Canine heroes as have fallen in battle, to be 
cut off and attached to the Republican troops. The 
refult is, they now charge with more precifion, and 
mancEuvre with more uniformity.

" At daylight yefterday we were alarmed by a report 
of a mutiny in the Canine garrifon at St, Marc. I 
immediately * ordered a detachment of Republican 
troops and the light company of Bow Wow's brigade 
to march for that place^ Upon their arrival, they 
found the garrifon in great confufion 5 but their pre- 
fence foon reftored tranquillity. Upon inquiry into 
the caufe of the affray, it appears that Mademoifelle 
Heleney a little Canine female attached to Capt. Du 
Chien's company, had been carrying on for fome time 
ah intrigue with a young Lieutenant in theCanme. 
Legion ftationed at St. Marc, and had eloped with 
him to that, fort. The fight of fo much beauty in- 
flamed the whole Canine garrifon, as much a3 that of 
her namefake of old did the Trojan and Grecian army 
at thefiege of Troy. The'conteft was not lefs bloody, 
but not fo tedious. The Lieutenant fell in defence'of 
his millrefs, and many of his corps were killed or 
wounded. Mademoifelle Hel^ne narrowly efcaped 
with her life; fhe has been, however, fecured and 
fent back under an efcort.

When morofenefs or reafon would examine 
its conveniences and advantages, after the example 
of the Gaul, who threw his fword into the fcale, 
they throw in their dreffes and toys : the moft im- 
partial will employ artifice to make the inconveniencies 
"kick the beam." * ' 

There is but one thing that is capable of curing a 
coquette of her paiiion for the modes j and dill that 
recip^ is not v^ry certain of fucccfs. Champfort 
gives an inftance of a lady who quarrelled with her 
lover becaufe he put on a ftocking awry. 
' A yoUng and handfome woman who is only a demi- 
coquette^ and is but half infatuated with fafliion, 
panes for reafoiiable ; a man who comes within the 
feme degree paffes for a fop ; from which it may be 
concluded, that to be a woman, and handfome, is to 
haveMhe privilege of being foppifli with impunity. 

It *h the famion of fome people not to follow the 
fefhion ^ they profefs to difdain and criticife it. Thefe 
are as ridiculous -in the eyes of people of fafhion as 
the latter aje in theirs. ' Thus Vs there a compenfation 
for epigrams and farcafms, and it is to be prefumed 
that both fides are quit. Neither of them ever exa- 
mine what the fafliion is; it matters nothing whether 
teal tafte would condemn or approve it; it isfuffi- 
cient that it be the fafliion, in order to obtain the 
iijpSrages of the one, and incur the cenfure of the 
other. • k s^pears fo amiable in the «yes of fome, 
tjiat it even leduces thofe whom it does not become ; 
and others are • fo firoogly prejudiced againfl it^ that 
th^y would fcruple to adopt it even if it 'were be- 
coming, agreeable, and ufetul to them. Be that aa it 
naayi iixt rule will hold good^ almoft generaliy, that

Ac party which attacks it is almoft al\vays the moft 
reafonable^ and the parly which defends it the moft 
amiable. 

If you meet an old man who does not rail ftrongly 
againft fafhion, boldly pronounce that he has never 
been its flave, and in that refpe6k has been always 
reafonable : if you adopt a different opinion in a con- 
trary cafe, it will rarely happen that you will find 
yourfelf miftaken. 

There are more old men than there are old womeii 
who fpeak impartially of the fafliions. Almoft all 
the latter feel an irreliftible propenfity to hurl agaiqft 
it the anathema of their vexation. This is an im- 
mediate coiifequcuce of what we have already ob- 
ferved ; fur there are more women than men who are 
in love with fafhions. ^ 

I faid the anathema of vexation, and in fafi: it is 
lefs the fentiment of violated tafte than the bitternefs 
of regret, that diiSlates their cenfure. But even 
though their fatire be unjuft, they do better to amufe 
(hcmfelves in profcribing the faihions, ijo the way of 
confolation, than to reader their decency fubje£t to 
4ts caprices. What can be a mOre ridiculous fpeftacle 
than to behold the crazinefs of years heavily tottering 
after this light and fugitive idol — like the garrulity of 
old age diffurmg itfeif over the tranfadions of paft 
times ? 

In this laft whim, however, do we not find a text 
appropriate to our purpofe ? That Calchas who never, 
dies— that unrelenting pitilefs facrificer, Time — comes 
to demand his victim. Alas ! let that viAim crown 
itfelf with flowers, if that attire can furnifli a con- 
foling amufement, and a veil to conceal from its views 
the fcythe which is ready to ftrike it ! 

Fafhion is frequently an injury to natural graces, 

and the efiFe£t of beauty^ and is nearly always its. moft 

H % dangerous 
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Aan^erous enemy. Truth invented the graces, biit 
vaniiy perverted the ufe of them. 

It 18 not enough to have the ^race correfponding 
with the age-'-'the grace of £gure is alfo requmte. A 
nobk and fimple elegance becomes all features and 
all aces. 

• £i^ance is to faihion what a fine woman without 
tOttgeiis4o a coquette who paints hcrfelf-^elegauce is 
linked with tafte, and falhion with enjoyment. The 
irft pieafes generally, and the other iiill more ; the 
tmeis.only fuccefsful, the other is triumphant; but in 
iiich a way, that the fuccels is durable, and the tri- 
umph no more than the extreme fuccefs of a mo- 
meut. 

jEUcgance has the merit of reality, fa(bion has only 
that of circumftances and locality. The latter is ar* 
bitrary ; elegance is elegance at all times and in all 
places. 

The delicate arrangement of drefs and features, the 
art of following the faihion with tafte — that is to fay, 
only of ufing fo much of it as is becoming and pleaf* 
ing, fo however that the infringement made upon it 
may not amount to a violation' of its laws-^tbat art, t 
ifty, is to drefs what grace is to beauty. 

tFafliiou and Reafon are two powers that feldom 
a^r^; now that the negotiations are ftript of their 
difficulties, are there no means of acceding to the 
following treaty? May we not, if I may fay <o, sUlapl 
faihion to reafon, and bring reafon into laihion ?

have had of every thing difgufting, in the name of 
Fafhion ! — douched hals, jockey waidcoats, half- 
boots, leather breeches, cropped heads, unpowdered 
hair— in fhort, every thing that can give an idea of a 
Ruffian — I fay, a Ruffian y becaufe thedrcfs and man- 
ners which are now deemed faihionabie, would, twenty 
years ago, have made a galloivs impreffion on a jury 
at the Old Bailey.

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l^fNS FOR BALLOON PASSENGERS.

TXTE have often beard of caftles in the air : probably 
many of mv readers may have been Jpecuiatifns 
in thefe kiad of buildings^ which feem to poflefs ad- 
vantages not always concomitant to more fubftantial 
ere£lions> as they are not, in the iirft inftance, aUended 
with the riik and expenfe of thofe whofe foundations 
4ire upon the earth ; and, fecondly, every man is his 
own architeA, and, confequently, avoids the trouble 
and litigation which, in former ages (for I would by no 
means infinuate that fuch things ever happen in tbe 
prefent), have been known to ariie from the a&ive seal, 
and difint^re/led afliduity, of perfons to whom the e»- 
.ecution of great and elegant deligns hath been- dele- 
gated. The ingenious fed of cq/Ue-iuildets have 
therefore, from the time of Ari(lophauesj(bow long 
preceding him it is not material to mqui|i0, beeii e»-^ 
tremely numerous ; and, while terreftrial materials are 
Jo dear^ as, in contradiftin&ion tb other builders) they 
work cheap f I intended to have patriotically prop<»fed, 
that they inouid, in the modern jargon, have beteo fyfte- 
tnatized, organized, and made a part of fome im/ion^ 
in/lUutef perhaps in petto, which, I conceive, would 
hjive been as uleful as fome other branches of a Society 
of that nature a6i;ually in exiftence ; but upon Ibokiil^ 
.at fome UUe Tranfq&ions, I found that many 6{ theje 
foaring geniufes nave anticipated me, and have it ]:h>w 
in contemblatiod to defcend from their fublime alti- 
tudesy ana to place their, at prefent, '< cloud*€a|^t 
towers and gorgeous palaces" upon terra JiftmOy td the 
great improvement ot the metropolis. 

Leaving them, therefore^ to the iMM^tion of their 
great deftgns, which, I have a prefeiitiment, will, like 
noble and virtuous actions, bring with them their ow 

reward 
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rewards^ I would only juft hint^ that when in confe- 
<]uence they do remave the hofpital for lunatics from 
its prefent fite, which may now, for reafons too obvious 
to need explanation^ be deemed clajpc ground, they alfo 
improve, u e. enlarge, the building.; becaufe I forcfee,if 
the other fchemes of improvement which are fuj^gefted 
are carried into effeft, fuch a receptacle may, in the 
end, be found the moft ufcful part ofihem. 

Having, with fome degree of anxiety, hinted the 
coalition which i conceive has taken place betwixt the 
aerial and terreftrial architeftn of the prefent day, it 
may be eafily imagined that anxiety was increafed by 
the refle6lion that, now the buildings that have adorned 
th^douds are likely to be drawn downwards^ the im- 
menfe fpace above us, which is not fubjefk to any 
ground-rent, will be entirely unoccupied, for no better 
reafon than becaufe accefs to il has been deemed rather 
difficult. 

While I was puzzling betwixt eagles and baflcets, 
pendent bridges and inclined planes, in order to facili- 
tate the elevation of bodies, I was at once relieved and 
comforted to find, that ingenuity, ever on the u/ingj 
had fmoothed the way to the regions above, and that a 
method to " elevate and furprife'* had, after it had 
lain dormant almoft twenty years, been revived with 
fuccefs ; fo that I fbould little wonder to fee the tra- 
velling in air-balloons, the method alluded to, as regu- 
larly fyftematized as that in mail-coaches, to which, 
indeed, they feem to poflefs advantages, infinitely fu- 
perior. 

This invention, unlefs we admit the claitns of fome 
artifts of remote antiquity, which, perhaps, it would be 
wifer to drop, it is faid, originated among our inge- 
nious neighbours the French 5 a nation whofe inven- 
tions and executions have, within thefe lad dozen 
years, aftoni(hed the world ; but as it has been often 
obferved, tbat^ although they have the rood brilliant, 

or. 
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or, according to modern phrafeology, in which I de- 
light, the moft luminous, ideas^ we^ in our John Bull 
or John Trot ways (who, entre nous, are perfons of 
exceeding good fenfe)^ generally make improvements 
upon them, which renders ufdiil what probably was 
before only curious or ornamental. To elucidate this 
propofition, two inventioniS^ very oppofite and appofite^ 
have been quoted^ viz. the application of the experi- 
ments on the contraction and expanfion of metals by 
cold and heat, to time-keepers, with a view to facili- 
tate the difcovery of the longitude, and the fmall ad- 
dition of a fhirt to a ruffle. Now as we have fucceeded 
in thefe two inftances, and in two thoufand others, I 
think we have a right to fuppofe that we fhall be 
equally fortunate with refped to the balloon lyftem, 
which an eminent and ingenious Gallic philoiopher, 
of whom the pickpockets lay that ^' he has deferved 
well of this country," had the goodnefs laft fummer to 
revive, upon the fame principle which had enabled 
many of his countrymen, in a former age, to fee what 
was doing above; and although the Englifli jfon of 
PkcehuSf who attempted to rival him, failed ; and his 
balloon, from being hawked about till it became a 
drug, was confidered as a large bolus, which the public 
mouth would not open wide enough to fwallow ; as an 
immenfe glyfter, which would not produce one motion ; 
as a vehicle which it was impoffible to fill even with 
puffing ; as a receptacle for gafconade rather than gas\ 
yet I do think it likely, that, m the courfeof this fum- 
mer, we (ball find among pur own countrymen fome 
capable of re&ifying the errors that were too apparent 
in the former experiments, of volatilizing the etherial 
fpirit, which, perhaps, the intereAed malice of foreign 
emififaries had condenfed, , and very poffibly by its 
powerful medium of elevating even a metallic or 
cryftalline orb, enduing them, or either of them 
with the id^ property of poetry, fuch as has form

of fcience j to" which cradle lunderftand that fome of 
our own countrymen have had the honour to be ap- 
pointed rockers: I fay, I fcarcely know how fuffici- 
ently to congratulate that happy land which is faid to 
flow with milk and honey, which feems an admirable 
^iet for the infantile Arts and Mufes, upon this ufeful 
invention, or our own, upon the importation, duty-' 
Jra^,Xi{ zxiiriftitute and engme, which, though it is not 
meant to iniinuate that we were tvQrJhort-Jigktedj has 
certainly increafed our optical powers, and enabled us 
to fee farther than we ever faw before ; the latter of 
which, indeed, feems to bid fair to fuperfede the ne- 
ceffity for horfes, carriages, veflels, and all fuch vukar 
terreftrial. conveniences as have heretofore teen ufed 
for the removal of goods and palfengers, and to render 
even our aquatic improvemejits of comparatively little 
importance^ « ' 

The onjy thing which, to my apprehenfion, feems 
to be wantmg to complete this fyllem, and to make u» 
as well acquainted with what palfesin theZodia*c as at 
Court, Weftminfter Hall, in Parliament, or the Stock 
Exchange, is, if it is not a fofeeifm, alove all to fufFer 
ajreeprejs ia the atmofphere, to encourage an un- 
limited circulation of all fuch reports as may be ea- 
geadered by vapours^ to have fome nimble operators 
ready to take iadvantage of every appearance of rupture 
in the cUmdSy men of active minds and eiherial bodies, 
who are fo dauntlefs that they fear not even the rack of 
elements, and fo courageous that they can, without 
difmay, behold^ and indeed take .advantage of, the 

operations 
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operations of the fierce fiery warriors which are often 
feeii upon their niarch^ and fometimes fighting till 
ihey 

" Drizzle blood upon the Capitol ;" * 

men that are withal fo clear-fTghted, that they fcora 
to borrow any part of their perceptive faculties from' 
noi'thern lights^ which they confider only asJpeSiacles 
for thofe beneath them. I would alfo have coffee- 
houfes eftabliihed above, fuch as they formerly were 
on earth, wherein thefe grave and important matters 
might be properly difcufled. But, in preference to all 
the reft, inns for the accommodation of a fe6t which 
may with great propriety be deemed highflyerSy who,' 
as ambition is faid to know no bounds, which muft 
apply to hiu amhitiony which, let its fituationon earth 
be ever fo commodious, is very apt to want elbow- 
room, and to endeavour, by every laudable means, to 
exalt itfelf, may take their flight mto another fphere, 
where at prefent (how long it will continue Heaven 
only knows) there feems to be an expanfe admirably 
adapted to their talents. 

Hail to that original genius Shakfpeare ! who, un- 
aided by the lantern of antiquity, was the firft Englifti 
author that turned his eyes towards the Zenith. From 
his Pharos hedifcovered a great cloud in the (hape of a 
camel ; he then faw this animal purfue his march 
crofs the Defert, and his place occupied by an oufel : 
a whale then appeared to have taken the fituation of 
this bird. Whether thefe were ideal forms, the mere 
creatures of fancy, whether they really exift, or whe- 
ther, like Butler's elephant in the moon, a deception 
was pra6lifed upon the eye of the poet, may be mat- 
ter of future difcuffion among the learned, who bave^ 
indeed, in former ages, difputed zhoMif mailer matters 
in the worlcs of this author than a camel, a whale, or 
an elephant. I believe they are as furely there as the

It may here perhaps be faid, that if we credit 
Hooaer, Virgil, and a thoufand other poets, ancient 
and niii^rn, fufficient accomnK^ations, not only for 
paflengers,. but horfes and^oarriaffes, are already to be 
Ibund above. The fteeds of ApcJlo, it is well known, 
befidea their fliort ftages, annually travel through the 
Zodiac, like a Loiidon rider through the country^ 
Whether, like thcfe, they flop at every proper fign. 
It is impoffible to conjecture; but it is certam, 
with refpeft to the diurnal rotation of the cha-^

our forefts dwindled to goofeberry-buihes, rivers ap- 
pearing like flceins of red filk, and a hundred other 
wonders, fuch as ^ould tax the credulity of the be- 
lievers in Mandeville or Munchaufen j and if ever the 
time (hould arrive that they alfa become tired of thei^ 
elevated profpefts, and wifb to return to their mother 
earth, (houlcf they then happen to be unprovided with 
that ingenious invention a parachute, they have only to 
take a bold leap, and they will be fure to come down 
much fader than they aiceeded; which mav not 
always be the cafe with thofe that either crois the 
Channel, or the Wcftern Ocean, if they {hould ever be 
troubled with jtfiat patriotic diforder which the Swifs 
.emphatically term the hoToeJicknefs.

Mrs. Muzzlemump, however, 
renewed it on our return home ; and fupremely happy 
I therefore thought myfelf, when the welcome moment 
arrived for jmy tak^ing leave of this bleffed couple. 

Two of the greateft evils, furely, which deform the .

NEW MODE OF BLOCKADE. 

[From the Britilh Prefs.] 

T is well known that an ofTenfive operation againd 
fome part of the enemy's coaft has been for fome 
tinie it) contemplation. The newfpapers, with very 
few exceptions, have Aated, that the MiniAer Int^iuls 
to block up all the enemy's ports, by finking large 
cargoes at their entrances. The plan, as we lately 
announced, was fuggefted by Mr. Phillips, a Book- 
feller, No. 71, St. Paul's Churchyard. The follow- 
tng are the particulars : — Inftead of employing, at an 
enormous expenfe in w^ar and tear, feventeen (hips of 
the line al Breft, ten at Toulon, and feven at Ferrol, 
Mr. Phillips propofes that a number of old unfervice- 
able veffels, hulks, lighters, &c. fhould be filled with 
old editions of old books, pamphlets, newfpapcrs, &c. 
and being floated over with a fair wind, (hould be 
funk ftt the pfiouths of th? feveral harbours of France 
and Holland. For Breft, Toulon, and the other prin^ 
cipal ports, he propofes that the blockading force 
fliould confift of the .old qiiartos Siud folios y particu- 
larly fuch as are in the dead languages, all bound in 
calf, and any other work which the trade has obferv^d^ 
to poflefs a peculiar alacrity in finking. For Boulogne^ 
Calais, and other ports, where the entrance is narrow,, 
fhallow, or diffitult, be thinks fingle (beets or volumes 
will be fufficient.

a brother Privy Counfelbr, who will probably not be 
miflaken^as twe Po/, with 'MnconfifiencyaftdE coali- 
tion !" As imputations have double force when they 
come from clean hands, it may poffibly amufe your 
readers to be reminded of fome ftrokes of \chara6ler in 
the Kettle, which will demcMiilrate at once his pecu- 
liar Gtnefs for \cnxixigjiich a reproach,^ and the jufiice 
of his title to thofe encomiums which bis panegyrifls 
fo frequently mingle with their ve/pers. 

Mr. Kettleh outfet in public lite was in the lofticft 
flight of Tory ifm 5 and the firft ohje£l of his worihip, 
Mr. Pitt !— difappointcd in certain Oriental fpecula- 
lions (hn early prefage of recent realization), a few 
months difplayed him upon the dircftly oppafite ex- 
tr€<Aw-*-a blazing Whig — a flafliy Foxite.

fame yeai^ few the good Keitld as the Zealous difcipfe,. 
equally ardeftt on BKHh fides. 

A ftcw and grartd epoch fufntftied a fitre oppoftifnity 
for Ketfh' 9 ti^i\f\ik>h9 ; a fcene where many a Kettle 
IfeuriAed linfd f&d^d^^the Freticb Revolution. Befiire 
their ftoe^ were old who trod the BaftiHe to doft ; 
whilft tiie ReyokUron wa» as yet only tep^athed with 
excefs of benevolent philofophy, and aiming atUtopiatt 
peffeftiofn 5 even then^ when as- \%t Mr. Btirkc Mad 
feareely made one ctrttvert-^even ikeiiy \tks hoficrft 
Kettte a ptojmnd alafmji ! A Ct^iirt of LalW, rolettmly 
decidiiig upoto huW>ati life, recogni fed the moral deco- 
rtnti and legafl difcfetioti of the firft public Celebration 
of the French Re\»olnt}on Which took prlace in this 
oowttlryi iMrinely, on the ^4th of July 1790 j but 
thotigh the Chief Jaftice and Priinate of^En gland 
ckHiJd not but vrndfcate every fcntiment that was ut- 
itettA tn thdt <3K*cafi^5 yet honef! Kettle was the tfrrf,' 
attd *lmoft the only tharr in EnglaiTd, to afcf ibfe to futli 
anneetimg inllattnmatory views ; — but mark yc, when, 
by and by, the Re\»olutldn dfumed a new .charaft^r. 
When the butcheries of September, iherttufder of the 
King, the Queen, the Princefs, the flaugbter cff the 
Deputies; when Robefpierre turned Franc^e irito a: 
oharnel-boufe 5 and when thofe friends erf" freedom in 
Kngland, " who. Only in a general honeft ihotrght,' 
and common good of all the world," wiflicd wen to 
ttjc Revokrtit>n, hung their heads with fdrn)W and with 
fhamie— *thfen it was tliat the admirable KeltU came 
fbrth in a new girife, quite worthy of himfelf. Tame 
fltnd torpid, and fcnfefcfs and lifelefs, was cfveiy other 
advocate of the French Revolution, in comparifoA with 
the infpired Kettle. He became the fuddea hope of

Britift Jacobinifm ; the ftar by which it was guidedi 
either to fpare or fall on. The Whigs 1 — tliey were ini- 
poftors ! £ven the fociety of the ^* Friends of the 
People** were but cold white mortals after all, whofe 
moderation chilled the energies of the fudden apoitle. 
In a word, the fligmatizer of thofe who rejoiced in 
the French revoUilion, whilft the Frencli revolution 
was yet unfiained by crimes, :becai|ie bimfelf io .to- 
tally revolutionised,, that hjs patropymjic was .abfo- 
lutely loft, and ht vrsiSf Jhr yearSf Jlattered by being 
called after the bloodieft rufHan that France ev^r pro- 
duced !

After fbme years fpent in a fyftem of hints againft 
Mr. Fox for languor! indifpoiition to popular courfes! 
illicit ariftocracy ! in (hort, ^for not riOcing the uproar 
of univerfal peace — behold the honeft Kettle ftand 
forward in the face of the Whig Club, ipontaneouily 
own his repented error, 'and proclaim, with the phlegm 
of a true profeftbr, ^^ unalterable adherence** to the 
object fo fufpe£ted — (his hearers on that day will never 
forget his words.) — He is a candidate at a popular 
election; the Foxites fuftain him; they canvafs; 
they fubfcribe ; they write for him, in profe and in 
verfe; they make his caufe their own. Trace him 
onward, he plays a game moft, embarrafling to his 
connexions, and gives a glimpfe of that fpirit which 
his condu^ has fince fo notably .verified.

topic of torture, lide by <fcle, with a noWc perfon, in 
rfl thiugs fatt brcfther to Kettle hlu^felf; equally ve- 
racious and confittent ; ripe and ready ; et pares ofnbo 
et jWrrtrfi— the grand tnfffiaor and grand negator — one 
who in doinff or denying tlands nearly ninnatched, 
and who can orazen down even the gentle Claudius^ —

fently Ixandcd his own aflbciates to the gibbet — the 
proper leader of the peericfs centumvirate — ^genuine 
Spartans as ever mefled upon black broth. 

Well and wifely did the Kettle^ paired with fuch a 
compatriot, tbruft in the fubje£l of-Irifli torture. Aptly 
and appoiitely did he ridicule coalition ; for as the 

Duke of P d ftill wears his head, in fpite of 

Marat, the Kettle, capacitated for conference by his 
new honours, can now, with all the refignation of the 
eledl, difcufs the Colchefter ele&ionwith the Prefident 
of the Council. The incomparable Gemini can 
meafurc confiftency, and illuftrate each other to per- 
feftion. " Alter alteri fohtium eritJ* 

They are miftaken, who think that the Kettle is 
capable of nothing beyond counting-houfe combina- 
tions. No man is a better trimift than the Kettle ; 
he would have convened the largeft city in England, 
Weftminfter, in Palace Yard, to take their cool coun- 
cil upon public affairs, at the very moment that, on 
a pretence of puniihing crimps, an infuriated multi- 
tude were deftroying the habitations and property of 
innoxious citizens : — per contra, in a ihort time after,

fyflems. A iucceffive votary of all poffible oppofites^ 
Ills candour has been -able to amalgamate the moft 
abfolute contraries; and he has been fervid in de- 
votion to, or bound in brotherhood with, all the 
rivals who have divided the public inlerefls during 
^he whole courfe of his career — Pittite, Foxite, Ad- 
dingtonian — Tory, Whig — ^Alarmift, Jacobin — Pa- 
triot, Courtier — High Church, Low Church — the 
Diflenters he lauded as models of good faith, and pre- 
fently accufed them of ** deliberate treachery." In- 
felicitous even when lead wrong, his deftiny feems to 
have entrapped him in every dire6iion, and made it 
impoffible that he (liould either condemn any man 
whom he has not applauded, or fupport any fyflem 
which he has not reprobated. Courted by the fordid, 
more than endured by the ofcillating, his example 
makes fellowfhip a burlefque, and political alliance a 
hot-bed for infidelity. The decoy of power, and al- 
ways on the wing, he tempts the great by thefuccef? 
of the little ; and the fortune of the ftragglers ftir- 
niflies nutriment to the wavering, and iufufeaafpira- 
tion into dulnefs itfelf. To qualify Angularity, and 
be identified with his betters, he propagates negotia- 
tions only to equalize character and infufe dilgrace.. 
Always at work, though his operations are commonly 
invifible; indefatigable and yet incondant ; good- hu- 
moured } well governed j wary y vigilant when moft 
focial, whcE^ moft communicative refenedj as ef-

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feAual ia flknoe as in fpetck ; pnerailiDg tnore hy 
xntUefiefs llMtti by words ; and decidiiig upon charafter 
«vitho«Jit ttltertfig a fyH^le ; &mdy to arreft^ and dif-

fkatkm to accede, followed clofe by the eagemefe to

On the other hand, one of the crew of the 
Hawkejbury^ who lately >deferted from the cotnbined 
fleet, and landed at Liverpool^ reports that the enemy 
are in the moft complete condition; and that the beft 
difctpline prevails among the crews. He adds, that 
they had cleared their decks for feveral days part, were 
ready for aftion, and detehnined ta avail themfelves of 
the firft opportunity f^f hardingy to which fyflem they 
feemed uncoa^mody partial ; and that th^y had laid 
in an immenfe flore of provifiohs, \Vith which they 
were fupplied from Stafford, Carli/le, Norfolk^ Derby ^ 
Suffolk, ice. Even the common failors had refufed 
grog, and drank nothing but wine.

Mr. Melville's chief pilrchafes (all great largain^J 
were a quantity of flower of briinflone, for country^ 
pradlice, and a gallon of /ar-water, for his new fhoA 
near Charing Crofs; ihe ikeleton of a celebrated 
po/iure-mqfterj who could throw himfelf into any po- 
fition, the joints as fupple as in life ; a very fine fet of 
cupping'glaffes j a night-ftool, with the words ** IVha 
wants me P'' beautifully inlaid} a fquirt; and a new 
edition of the Edinhirgh Pharmacopoeia^ 

Of the other articles I can only recollefb a fet of 
dumh bells, purchafed at a high price by a Mr. J3e;t- 
tinck of Piccadilly ; as the lot was ftrqngly contelled be- 
tween him and Mr, Camden, who bought the ikeletoij 
pf a man without a head, and fome other trifles. 
A probe and a fet of inftruments for trepanning were 
knocked down to Mr. Rofe\ and a large quantity of 
bark was bought by Mr. Hawkejbury. There were 
many other articles put up which no one would 4)id 
for ; and yet a pot of conferve ofRoJes fetched a good 
price, altKough, by being expofed too much, for want 
gf a couer, it had loft its virtue.

The/r/?, or head giants he calls the giant refre/fieti, 
from his having flept for the laft two years, and from 
his having lately awaked, much refreflied. He is re- 
' markable for having a large head, nofe retroicffe^ and 
very thin figure : he aflumes a great authority over the 
reft, which they fubniit to with much willingnefs. He 
Qiakes them do what he pleafes, come i/ty go out, 
ohange places, rake in the ajhesy fay Yes or JVb, and play 
a thoufand antics — but iie is very kind to them, and 
fuffers them to partake of whatever fare he has himfclf. 
There is one remarkable peculiarity — one averfion in 
his nature: he could never be perfuaded to vifit the 
neighbouring country of Amazonia, inhabited byfe- 
males. 

The Jecond gianty though equal in height to thq 
firft giant, is much his inferior in the length of his 
head- His voice is harfti and diflbnant, fomewhat re- 
fembling the grating of a file and the fetting of a faw. 
The difference between bis tones and thofe of the haad 
giant is as great as between oil and vinegar. 

Naturalifts are aftoniflied at a diflfereilce in this fe^ 
€ond giant^s nature from that of all other animals* 
Though ufed to cold climates, in which he was bom, 
he has thriven beft fince his migration to a warmer at* 
mofphere ; and, while all other produ6tions degene- 
rate, whether animal or vegetable, upon being removed 
from their native foil, this animal has acquired greater 
fleeknefs and alacrity, with a keener touch, and tafte, 
and fmell. 

The other giaw/^ may, with great propriety, be o^d 
minor giants, not being celebrated for any very pecu- 
liar qualities.

TTHE feftivity of the day was announced by the 
"** firing of the cannon oppofite the church of St. 
Roch, and afterwards pioclaimed by Heralds, dreffed 
in five-coloured jackets, in honour of the five conftitu- 
tions which France has fworn to preferve within .thefc 
laft twelve years. That the good Parifians might dif- 
tinflly fee the ceremony, the Prefcft of the Police bad 
ordered a general illumination for twenty-four hours,^ 
from the fun- rife of one day to the fun-rife of the next. 
Inftead of Aix-la Chapelle or of Rhcims, to avoid giv- 
ing oiTence either to the {hadea q{ Charlemagne, or to 
ihofe of the Bourbons, the Confervative Senate bad 
decreed that the coronation (bould be performed at 
Bicetre, the ancient family rcfidence of the Bonaparte 
family. 

The proceffion fet out from the Thuilleries in the 
following: order : Eight running footmen, a French- 
man, a Dutchman, a Swifs, an Italian,' a Spaniard, 
-a l\)rtuguefc, a Pruffian, and a Bavarian, each. leading 
an affi richly caparifoncd ; fix Lords in waiting, an 
Au (Irian, a Ruffian, a Swede, a Dane, a Saxon, and 
an American, afl packed up in the fame ftate carriage, 
on which, in (lead of a coat of arms, were painted the 
Temple in pcrfpc6live; five bannerets. General La. 
Fayette, drclfed ^J la Paiitalooiiy carrying an urn, with 
the afties of the Rights of Man, General Charles La-, 
meth, dreffed a^la Harlequ'iy carrying the Tree of 
Liberty reduced to a walls ing- (lick ; the Senatof 
Fouche dreflcd a la Sans Calotte^ with a wooden, 

bafini 
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bafin^ containing the a(hes of the Bible burned by 
him in 1793, at Lyons, in a republican auto da fS; 
the Tribune Carnot, dreflfed a la Carmasmly with a 
cloak a la Tctrtuffey decorated with a Jacobin cap, co- 
vered with black crape^ with the infcription Refurgam; 
and Citizen Barrere, drefled in a Corfican livery, car- . 
Tying a guillotine frefli painted with the blood of the 
Duke of Enghien. 

Seven banner-carriers, each having in his hand t 
bamboo pole, with a paper flaj^ nailed to it, on which 
were painted the dates of the refpedive republican con- 
fiitutions, with thefe words. Fidelity to the Conftilu^ 
iioUf or Death ; the Senator Abbe Sieyes carri^ the 
Conftitution of 1791 ; the Senator Bifliop Gregoire,^ 
that of 1793; ^^ Senator BoiiTy d'Anclas, that of 
17959 ^'^e Senator Fran9ois de Neu^hateau, the 
Conftitutional variations of 1797; the Senator Vol- 
ney, the Conftitution of 1799 ; the Senator Roedeter, 
the Conftitutional variations of 1802 ; and the Senatof 
Jofeph Bonaparte, the Imperial Republican Conftitu* 
tion of 1804. 

The Mameluke Roftan carried the Swords of 
State and of Juftice, before the Grand Judge, Reg- 
nier, who was attended by a numerous fuite of one 
hundred Special Militaiy Coihmiflioners ; fifty thou- 
sand Jailors ; twenty-five thoufand Executioners ; and 
fifteen hundred thoufand Spies; headed by Citizen 
Mehee, Spy- in-Chief of the French Republic. 

Ten millions of Members of the Legion of Honour, 
carrying with them nine millions nine hundred and 
ninetv-nine reprieves from the gallows, from the gal- 
lies, fVo^n the hulks, from the pillories, and from the 
houfes of correction. They all wore the new Imperial 
Order of St. Guillotine, fufpended in a tri-coloured 
riband. The collars of this order were chains highly 
fniiihcd, interwoven with guillotines, daggers, and

His Imperial Majefly, Naggteon the Firft, then foU 
lowed ; luving in one hand adcmr*gk>be, in the ibrai 
qi a bpwl, ana in the other a fecptre, with two (harp 
points, one orwhich was poifoned. The bowl, as well 
aa the fceptre, was of the Jafila inanufa£tor}\ His Ma- 
lefty's carriage was drawn by i tt horfes, reprefenring 
the ii6^departmems of his dominions; and mounted by 
deputations of the Senale, of the Tribusiate, and of the 
LegiflativeBody, dreflled like Mountebanks* General 
Berthier a^ed as coachman; the two Confuis as 
lacqueys \ and Cardinal Caprara, with the four French 
Kevoiutionary Cardinals, as pbfljltions. 

Immediately after the Emperor's coach, foIk>wed in 
a balloon, Her Imperial Majefty the Emprefs, Jofe« 
phine La Pagerie, Beauhamois, Barras, Bonaparte, Sec, 
She was accompanied by a battalion of tnaids of 
honour on horfeback. 

Arrived at KcHre *, Their Majefties were met by 
a deputation c^Mufties, Chieks, and of the other revo- 
lutionary clergy, repeating Domive, falvumfac Impe- 
ratorem domi hujus ; to which all the a&ive citizens 
of Bieetre anfwered, Amen! 

After the Mufliilmen had fimihed their readings of 
the Alcoran, Abbe Sieves afcended the pulpit, and 
delivered a pathetic fermon, informing the audience of 
tl^e great honour and eminent fervices which the new

To preferve the 
Republican fimplicity, the Imperial Crown had been 
made at Luxemburgh, of gilt paper, and received the 
bleifings of Biihop Gregoire * and Abbe Sieyes. 

Madame Talleyrand performed the coronation cere- 
mony on Madame Bonapart6. Her crown was fimilar 
to that of her Imperial Confort» with the exception 
that Madame Tallien and Madame Recaxnier bad read 
prayers over it. 

To gratify the curiofity of tbe people, the proceffioa 
returned on foot. But the confpiracies of the Chouans 
are not yet. at an end; their accomplices in the 
clouds poured down a hail-ftomii which walhed 
away the Imperial Crowns and the Condi tulional 
Codes, and wetted, befides, Their Imperial Majefties to 
the (kin.

THE FOUR POLITICAL WINDS. 

[From the Britifti Prcfs.] 

TXTHY the helm of Government is become a com- 
. ; '^ mon phr^fe; why the country fhonld be iden- 
tified, as it is, in daily debate and converfation, witjb 
a fhip at fea under the influence of the winds', the fol- 
lowing charafters clearly evince. 

1. THE ANGLO-BOREAS^ OR POLITICAL PITT WIND. 

This wind is greatly dreaded by political valetudi- 
narians, is death to thofe who have the lead Jaco- 
binical taint, and very apt to bring on yellow feveVj 
Jcarlet fever, complaint in the cheft^ &c. It lately 
gave nearly two hundred Members of the Houfe of 
Commons the yellow jaundice^ and threw the Oppo- 
fition into a coTifumption, Indeed, even the £ngli(h 
Conftitution, fuppofed to be the ftrongeft, foundeft, 
and healthieft in the world, has proved unable to re- 
fift its attacks. It has alfo a very injurious effeA 
upon the moral as well as the physical qualities of 
man, deftroying his fpirit and independence, and in- 
fpiring an infatiable delirefor places and penfions. It 
blows, in general, fierce and boifterous* In the late 
war it not only fwept away the whole Correfponding 
Society^ but threatened every moment lo overturn tbc 

govexnmeni 
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government of France. - Upon a^- rec^t 'lorcafioti h 
did much damage in the Coalitidn Garden at Weft- 
minfter, where it blafted all the fweef op^fiing blof- 
foms of hope, and nipped in the hud the golden pro- 
mife of place and power. What is very remarkable^ 
it knocked ^down a fine ornamental Ttfmp/&^ while a 
bed of RofeSf within a few yards of it, never appeared 
•frefl>er, 5r ih richer or more )6xariantbl6ont. The 
'Pitt Wind is; -at prefent, the prevailing jvind in the 
latitude of Downing Street and the ParliamentHoufe* 
Its origin is thus defcribed by the Roman poet : . 

** Ecce aute?"n Boreas angufta fede Pelori 
Mifliw adcft/' 

«' Pelori" is here, according to the commentators^ 
H niiftake for " Doveri." ** Angujia sede'y* there- 
fore, clearly means the Straits of Dover, frotti which 
^ the Pitt Wind is know?i to come. 

II. THE FOX EURUSj OR POLITICAL EAST WIND. 

This wind blows from the rifing fun, cheering and 
invigorating all nature. Its effeft upon the Conftitu- 
tion is the reverfe of the Anglo-Boreas, or Pitt Wind. 
The ftale phyficians, however, think that, from an 
•excefs of mildnefs, the body politic would be in dan- 
ger of falling into a relaxed habit under its influence. 
Horace calls this wind the *^ Niger Enrusy the Black 
*Eaft Wind." Some tranflators have interpreted this 
•epithet, as black with clouds and ftorm ; but this is 
manifeftly an error, as the Fox Eurus is of a very 
calm and pacific charafter. The epithet niger, 
'* black/' applies to the face of this wind, or, to ufe a 
feaman's phrafe, to the wind's eye, 

III. THE GRENVILLE AUSTER, OR POLITICAL 
SOUTH WIND, 

Is accompanied with continual drizzling (ho wen, 
^\iich only teafe the traveller, without. giving him a 

complete 
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complete foufing, and juft produce a damp upon the 

f;round, without penetrating the foil, or adding to it* 
uxuriance. It blows fometimes in ftirill and whiftling 
tones *, and juft about that degree of ftrength which 
fchoolboys wiih, when they purpofe to fly their ki^es, 
or wafherwomen, when they would hang out their wet 
linen. This wind is alfo ftyled the Plumbeus Auftevy 
of, " Leaden South Wind,'* as it is occafionally dull, 
hej^vy, and oppreffivcf to the fenfes t« 

It is alfo called by the poets the " Frigidus Au/ier/' 
or the " Cold South IVindf" as w€ find in the following 
line : 

" Frigidus ut quondam fylvis immurmurat Aufter," 
alluding to Mr. E — t, or Earl T — pie, when, in the 
cpurfe of debate, they are loft in a wood, 

IV. THE ADDINGTON ZEPHYRUS, OH POLITICAL 
WRST WIND. 

A more gentle wind does not blow from any point 
of the compafs. It is a genial, prolific air, luch as 
tvtry ^od family man admires. Plautus, alluding to 
this wind, defcribes it as ferenuSy mitisy &c. Jerenep 
mildy &c. J and fays, " hie facit tranquilliiatem ;'^ 
" This is the wind that makes peace J.*' The Ad* 
dington Zephyrus, however, has proved itfelf a light 
whiffling wind, likely to bring on a deceitful calm, 
while the Anglo-Boreas, although it menaces us with 
deftrudion, fills the fwelling fail, ploughs up old 
ocean, and threatens deftrudion to the ibores of 
France withBritiih thunder wafted upon its> wings, 

Such are the nature, quality, and eSeSt of thefe four 
cardinal winds, when they blow feparately ; but when 
two or more of them blow at the fame time, then they

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produce a politkal- tama^^ or whirlwind^ as in the 
cafe of the pvefent CoaiUion againil the Mioiller. It 
is to this amalgamation of the parties in the windy 
war, or war of words^ that Virgil alji;ide8,when be fays^ 

**^ Una Euruiq. Nonifq. ruunt, crebqrq.^ procellis 
Attcns." 

' Notus i» fynonymous with Avfter, or the Grcnville 
South Wind ; and hy Africus is here clearly underftood 
the WilberforGian wind, a fort of whiffling blaft, in 
which the Africans take great delight, ana is hailed 
l)y them as the forerunner of that happy period when- 
they (hall ceafe to be flaves, and avarice, cruelty,^ 
and oppreffion, (hall be obliged to refeafe one hdf 
of human nature from their mercilefs and ferocioiis 
gripe. 

There are, beddes thefe, feveral inferior winds, 
fuch as the ^'^ Trade fFinds" in which Borough-mon- 
gers, Placemen, and Penfioners, take great delight,, 
and make many fuccefsful voyages; the SmKco,, 
which brings on melting heat, and prevails in the 
Houfe of Commons on every debate night from the i ft 
of Juoe to the lail of Auguft : and there is alfo the iK 
wind, ** that bbws nobody good." 

Were all thefe winds to break loofe, and blow at the 
. fame moment, univerfal ruin and confufion mud en- 
fue. It has been, therefore^ found neceflary to aifigp 
them a keeper, to watch their rifing, fuperintend their 
motions, and prevent more than one from blowing at 
a time: we fay ^* blowing," as all are agreed that 
** u/ord$ ate but wind.** Virgil, alluding to- this re- 
gulation, in his firft jGneid f^yj, 

" ——Hie v^fto- Rex ^olus antro 
Ludantes ventos tempeftatefq. fonoras 
Imperio premit ac viudo ct carcerc frasnat.. 
I Hi indignantes magno cum murniure nxuitis 
Circum clauftra fremurit^ Celfa fcdct jlLpUis arcc- 
Sceptra tenens; moUitq*. animos et temperat iras/' 

. The 
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r The j^ohs here tnentioned by the poejt is de«rly 
tht S--^— r of the H — e of C — fti — s, whofe duty it 
is to keep all thefe contending winds and fonnding 
fcempefts in due order.

CORONER'S INQJJBST. 

[From the Morning Poft.} 

/SN Saturday laft the Jury fat on the body of Mr, 
' Tibbs, late Overfeer of the Poor of the Parifli of 
Parlington, near Walmer Caftle, Kent. ^ , 

The firft witn^ on^miaed was Mr. Ezekiel Wiglby, 
a refpeftable Officer of the Excife, who depofed, that 
ever fince the firft reading of Mr. Pitt's Defence Bill, 
the deceafed had manifefted an unaccountable degree 
of melancholy and depreffion oX fpirits; that, two 
4ay& before he hung^huwfelf, be heard the deceafe^ 
fey, th^t if Mr. Pittas BiU- pafled, there would not be 
ten Churchwardens in the kingdom who would not 
endeavour to make away with themfelves ; and that he 
fcr one would prefer leaving this world with the un- 
fpotted fame of an Overfeer of the Poor, r^ither than 
be flignftatized after death with the name pf Crimp or 
JRecruiting Officer. 

Mrs. Tibbi, the ihconfolable widow of Mr. Tibbg^ 
was next fworn, and depofed, that Mr. Tibbs, ever 
iince the Defence Bill was talked of, freque^Uy ftarted 
in his fleep, uttering expreffions of the moft unintel- 
Jigible fort, fuch as " Quota ! Quota ! Quota /" That 
the deceafed often fpoke in terms of great difrefpeft of 
« perfon of the name iof Pittj^ wbo> he laid> would 

give 
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give him more trouble in running up and down the 
country, than his health and ftrength were equal to. 
That the deponent fuppofed the perfon fo alluded to 
niuft be fome one whom Mr. Tibbs, as a Parifh Officer, - 
had a warrant againft, as the father of fome illegi- 
timate child ; but (he has (ince heard, and believed, 
that the deceafed fpoke of and concertiing a gentleman 
of W ' c r Caftle, Kent, whofe character has ever 
been irreproachable as to m^yjuch charge. 

Mr. Oliver Orifice, Surgeon and Apothecary, dcr 
pofed, that he was called in to view the body of 
Mr. Tibbs, and had applied, though unfuccefsfully, 
the various experimenis advifed by the Humane 
Society, fuch as thumping, fcratching, and blowing 
into the deceafed. The relations of Mr. Tibbs, un^. 
willing to impute his death to fuicide, attributed it 
chiefly to indigeflion at a Veilry feaft held the day 
before. Accordingly, at their requeft, the deponent 
opetied the ftomach of the deceafed, and found only the 
ordinary remains of a pariih dinner, and a few pellets 
of printed paper, which, though certainly of an jndi« 
^edible nature, could not have been the caufe of bit 
death* On unfolding the pdlels of printed paper^ 
there appeared the words, " Be it farther enaflad,**— • 
•< Permanent Defence Bill,*' — *^ Overfeers and Church* 
wardens," — " Fines and Penaltiea." 

The worthy Reflor of the Parifti of Parlington 
depofed to the moral and religious condu£k of Mr, 
Tibbif. He wa» confident, that, as a man and a 
Chriftian. he would never have committed an a£l of 
fuicide, but that he had merely h»ng. himfelf in his 
public charaAer as an Overfeer. The Rc6bor owned 
that he had a vole f^r the Univerfity of Cambridge, 
but flill mud fay, that he thought Mr. Tibbs's cata* 
ftrbphe was afcriba'bW to* Mr. Pitt's new Defence Bill, 

*d the more fo, as it had already driven great numbers 

|(Piari^OffiDcrs to a^s of defpair in the weftem and 

midland 
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midland pairiaiof England^ whd were found in canais 
and horfe-ponda daily and houily, having deftroyed 
themfdves as the Ghinefe do, from mere motives of 
alarm and apprehenfion. 

Mr. Coroner informed the Parfon that he could hot 
receive this as evidence. 

Sergeant Flanagan was laflly called in, and depofed, 
that he had known the late Mr. Tibbs ever fince he . 
had been with his recruiting party in Kent ; that on 
1?^ednefday laft Mr. Tiblis. inquired of him the 
deponentj what a parifli officer could do to raife men 
for an army? — ^That the deponent told him, he muft 
refufe parifli relief to all who rcfufed to enlift ; that 
Mr.Tibbs replied^ tliat he bad a foul to be faved, and fa 
had fevferai of the neighfapuriwg Jufticcsj and that he 
would. take no- ftich. ftep;-^,that the deponent then 
informed the decpafed, that he muft buy a drum, and- 
three hundred yards of riband for cockades. Mr* 
Tibbs faidj if he .bought a drum, he did not know 
how. to beat it, and looked very melancholy 5 that he 
faw him foon ^fi^ergo into a collar-maker's (hop, hard 
by, who fells baiters, patent blacking, and other 
quack medicines, ' 

Here the evidence clofed, which Mr. Coroner 
fummed up with his ufual clearnefs and impartiality.. 
The Jury retired a very fliort time, and brought in a 
verdia of— *^ Wilful murder of Mr. Tibbs, Overfeer, 
by Mr. Pitt's new Defence Bill."

THE FEAST OF THE STATUE *. 

(Trom the Morning Chronicle.] 
n^HE popularity of Mr. Pitt's Drfencc Bill, as an 
•■■ ingenious, novel, and practical meafure, aijd his 
unparalleled majorities in the Houfe on itie late re- 
peated divifions, very naturally induced a numerous 
and refpeAable body of his friends and admirera to 
dine together yeftcrday, in order to expedite the long- 
intended projeft of erefting his Statue. 

The bufinefs of the day was opened in a neat and 
claffical fpeech, by the Right Honourjable George 
JRofe; who obferved, that the prefent feemed a moil 
aufpicious moment for fuch a teftimony of national gra- 
titude, as it would mark the Angular advantage the 
public had juft derived from the very^r^ and maiden 
eflay of his Right Hon. Friend'sye^owd Adminiftration. 
Yet he could not help lamenting, that the fubfcription 
had rather languifli^a of late, though he had no doubt, 
it would now be vigoroufly revived from the heart-felt 
affecSlions, zeal, and aftivity of the feveral Church- 
wardens and Overfeers of the Poor throughout the. 
kingdom, who, under the beneficial operation of the 
new Bill, would readily remit to the fund whatever

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tTicy could fcrape together in their rcfpedive pariihes^ 
as it would evei>tuaily tend to conciliate the new Board 
t)f Treafury, and, confequently, mitigate the fines they 
iDtherwife were expofed to for their ignorance as Re- 
cruiting Officers, and their incapacity as Crimps. 

The new Secretary at War obferved, in his powerful 
and impreflive manner, that he was fure, were the 
tStatue immediately put up, he could anfwer for the 
Volunteers, who felt fuch obKgation to Mr. Pitt for 
his Bill, that they would go on permanent duty in 
rotation, night and day, during any number of weeks 
his Adminiflration might lad, to prote£t itagainftany 
attempts on the part of a deluded populace, who might 
be difpofed to a^s of infult and mutilation. 

Several Holders of Omnium were of opinion, that 
the money (hould be returned to the Subfcribers, and 
the lefs faid about the whole job, the better. 

This was ftrongly objefted to by Mr. Bofanquet and 
the Bank Directors, who faid refunding was as danger- 
ousfa fyftem as payment infpecie; and they fuggefted^ 
that if the money fubfcribed were not now to be applied 
to its original patriotic purpofe, of a Statue to Mr. 
Pitt, it had better be paid into the hands of John 
Julius Angerftein, Efq. for another very laudable objeft, 
that of bettering the condition of infant chimney- 
fweepers. 

This occafioned confiderable murmurs; but the Bank 
Dire6tors afliired the company, that they meant no 
allufion to the Miniiler, as ever having done any dirty 
work in the fervice of the public. 

The Statuary was then called in, and it was in« 
quired of him, in what degree of forwardnefs the 
Statue really was, and withinwhat period it would be 
ready for ereftion ? The Statuary candidly confeffed, 
that he had completed nothing but the pededal, and 
three of the four figures that were to fupport it, name- 
ly^ Lord Hawke(bury, as Proteus j Lord Melville, as 

Neptune i 
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Neptune I and Lord Caftlereagh^ as Apollo JaculatorK 
He owned that Lord Hawkefbury's head was not 
^uite ready ; that Apollo, Lord Cailiereagh^ had loft the 
two firings of his bow * ; and that Lord Melville's 
trident had been malicioufly broken oiF by three Scotif 
Members^ who fwore it was meant for a fcrubbing 
poft. 

Suppofing too, that, from recent events, the Status 
itfelf would never be wanted at all, he laftly admitted^ 
ithat he had fold the block of marble to the late Mi* 
nidry, who had expended it in the Stone Expedition, 

The company exprefled great di(rati$fa£lion at the 
whole report of the Statuary, and inquired if Portland 
ftone could not be fubdituted to fupplv the exigency of 
the arlift, as they had a large lump of iton their hands, 
which they underilood could at any time be fawed out 
to anfwer any body's purpofe. 

Sir Robert Buxton thoughtthe Statue need not ne- 

ceflarily be of flone; wood had come into hhhead as a 

very fit material. The worthy Baronet concludtjd his 

very conilitutional fpeechvvith the following elegant 

.quotation : — 

" Experto crcde Roberto." 

The Crown Lawyers differed, and flated, that though 

the propofal came from a mofl independent country 

gentleman, yet it would be error mfuhJlance,zx\A alfo 

contrary to iYitfoi'm of the Statue in this cafe tcfbe 

• made and provided. 

By this time there was a great cry for the quefiion. 
An Amendment was, however, moved and carried, that 
the Statue fhould not be put up till Mr. Fitt had dou- 
bled the Income Tax, and repealed the Habeas Corpus 
Aft ; and that then the Lord Advocate of Scotland 
fliOLild be requcfted to pen an infcription for it, ^* with 
all the xealoi an ardent mind,**

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The company then retired to a fumptuous dinner^ 
given at Grocers' HalU Mr. Pitt attended, and took 
the chair. In compliment to that great man, a 
tranfparency was placed in the middle of the table, 
with this neat and appropriate diilich, compofed by^ 
the Grocers* Company :— ^ 

** Votes two hundred cwenty^threc !

The evening concluded with great conviviality. Mr. 
Pitt thanked tne company for their perfevering attach- 
ment, and then defired Mr. Dienum to fins; to him 
that juftly popular and pleafing long ;

I. That the Refolutiou which had been adoptJsd vat 
a meeting of the Subfcribecs during the time that Mr. 
Pitt was out of office, namely^ '^ That the Statue ihould 
not be erefted during the lifetime of Mr. Pitt," be 
refcinded ; ^nd that, on the contrarv', now that he is 
again in office, no time (bould be loft in completing 
this laudable undertaking. 

II. That a Committee be appointed to conduA all 
the bufiriefs relative fo its completion ; and that, to fe- 
dure an affiduous attention to its completion, the Com- 
mittee be compofed of all perfons being Subfcribers 
who hold offices under the prefent Government. 

III. That the Committee do wait on the Lords of 
the Treafurj^, to exprefs to ihem the grateful thanks 
of this meeting, for their patriotic gift of aooo^. of the 
public money.

Sturges Bourne, who prefaced them by fome very 
n^at obfervations on the advantages which bis great 
jpatron would derive from the Statue being now ereded; 
as, in the prefent ftate of his Government, it was high^ 
defirable that the ppblic eye ihotild be excluiivefy di- 
re6te4 to him : of this indeed the Grovemment were fo 
fully convuiced, that the very firft ad of the ne^f 
Board df Treafury had been a minute, authorizing a 
Treafury Warrant for 2000/* for this laudable purpofe^ 
exhibiting thereby a ftrikin^ contrail to the criminal 
economy of the late Adminiibration, which had been 
pu(hed to fuch an extreme, as nearly to create a moft 
lerious infurre3;ion of that numerous clafs of his pa* 
tron's friends, the jobbers; and affording alfo juft 
grounds to hope, that tlie prefent A.dminiftration would 
not be guilty of fo enormous a crime aa hufbanding 
the public refources. But it was not neceflary for him 
to fay much on thi^ head, as he faw many perfons in 
the prefent conipany who had already received more 
convincing proots of the meritorious neglc£t of eco-

He had alfo deprived himfelf of the aid to be de- 
rived from the abule of his political rival (a man whofe 
itltegrity could only be equalled by his fagacity), by 
having himfelf recommended him to the King, as the 
pcrfon eminently the moft fit to refcue the ftaie from 
*mc perilous crifis in which it was. Some perfons 
might, perhaps, think this recommendation made by 
hie Right Honourable Friend was a political flip 5 but 
.if fairly confidered,' it would appear duite otherwife; 
•for in no other way could his friend have been in a 
•lituation in which there could be any chance of his 
*beingre(lored'f6 power. Indeed, if ever this bufinefs 
otfuld fa?rly be brbwght before the public, he was fure 
his friend would appear to have aSed in the way thofe 
whobeft "kn^wTiis cnara^fterf always thought he would, 
and that he had only ufed the cry for an increafed 
defence,' and th^ wifli ,for"a union of parties, as the 
mehns' by \Vhibh he could vatilt into the feat of 
GoVehirrt^nt:

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For thcfe reafons hf hoped the meeting would adopt 
the refoJutions he had propofed; which was accordingly 
unanimoufly done with every mark of approbation. 

Lord Caftlereagh then moved the fourth and fifth 
Refolutions, which he faid he was .induced to do by 
the perfuafion, that, great as were the advantages the 
public would derive from the completion of the Statue, 
thofe advantages would he ftill further increafed by 
the Refolutions he was now fubmiiting to their confi- 
deration, which, if adopted, would diiily place befqre 
the public eye thofe events which had fo juftly entitled 
his Kight Honourable Friend to the high fuuation ha 
now filled, and would exhibit to the prcfcnt, and to 
future times, an hiflorical account of the principal , 
features of his friend's life, and alfo a kind of moral 
eflay on politics (the morality of which differed to- 
tally, in his opinion, from that of private life), by^^ 
which it would be fhewn what ought to be the con- 
dudi of thofe who afpire to the firft fituations of thQ 
ftate.-*ln the fuccefs of his motions he tit a peculiar 
intereft, as, in many refpefts, his own life had been , 
fimilar to that of his Right Hon. Friend ) he, like him, , 
had been a warm promoter of Parliamentary Reform ; 
he, like him, had* inftigated others to purfue it with 
cagernefs, and in modes, perhaps, not (Iriclly legal 5 
he, like him, had abandoned it when it fuited his in- 
tereft to abatidon it, and perfecuted thofe whom, by 
following his example, he had enfnared in the purfuit 
of that objeft; but, above all, he, like him, had

Vcrn ; wi)en it was determined to call another Generail 
Meeting, that a Jixth Eefolulion might be j^ropofed, 
in addition to the Jive Refolutions ali^ady vbt^d^ aB ' 
iiated in our paper of the 6th inftant.

Treafury^ and Chancellor of the Exchequer, bearing 
in bis right hand a fcroll, containing his celebrated 
Speech againft the Union ; which uipporters might 
ferve as a ftriking and permanent memorial of th^ 
re6litude and fincerity of the declaration of the faid 
Right Honourable William Pitt — ^* To bring forward 
meafures of conceffion to the Catholic Body, having 
before felt it impojjihle to continue in Admmifiration 
under the inability to propq/e it." 

One of the Members of the Committee, an Iri(h 
Barrifier of the Middle Temple, obfervcd, that thtt 
efligies of the Learned Lord and Right Honourable

THE COLONEL AND THE DOCTOR* 

[From the (kme.] 
MR. EDITOR. 

'y'HE aftonifhnient occafioned by Mr. Pitt's return 
•*" to power having now in a great mcafure abated, 
I hope you will be candid enough to adm'rt into your 
paper a few difpaflionate remarks on that fubjed, al- 
though they cooie from a perfon who profefles a dif- 
ferent line of politics from yourfelf. Indeed my fen- 
timents, with regard to adminiftratioua and the con- 
duct of public aiTairg, differ a good deal from ihofe 
which we commonly bear expreffed by any party j 
but they are not for that reafbn left juft in tbem- 
felves, nor I truft lefs acceptable to thofe unfeen 
perfons who move the machine of flate, poffibly 
% good deal more than the vifible heads of Admiai*^ 
ftration. 

Although the vindication of Mr. Pitt be my prin- 
cipal object, yet I cannot .forbear faying a, few words 
on that venerable aCTemblage of influence and power 
"which I have not alluded to, and which (under the 
name of the interior cabinet) has, on many occaiions, 
met with much unmerited abufe. Inftead of being 
publicly defended, and held up to refpeft and admi- 
ratiolly we find that even their exigence is dtfputed. 
But thofe \tho attended minutely to the late convul- 
iions in the Miniflerial world, I think can fcarcely 
have overlooked the furprifing movements of this 
inner wheel. 

At the time of the great and univerfal outcry againft 
the Do£tor's Adminidration, I confefs I. was very 
.^im\ alarmed about the confequences. That he was 

unpopular 
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unpopular with the country, was nothing; neither 
was It much^ that all the talent and refpedability of 
both Houfes combined againft him. His majorities 
might continue notwithtlanding. But it was very 
terrible to behold the Biihops^ the Bifcuit^bakers, and 
the Bedchamber^ beginning to hefitatc. It appe^^red 
to me, that the two branches of John Reeves's tree 
were grown too heavy for the trunk; and that the 
interior rulers could no longer fupport the man of the 
King's own choice. But mark the wifdom of thofe 
who guided the ftorm ! The Do6lor fell ; the royal 
favour^ which was partly diilipated upon him, was 
s^ain concentrated in its ancient and proper focus; 
and the repentant Pitt, now landing at a fafe diftance 
from his mafter's favour, and from general popularity^ 
once more becomes the viflble bead of the conclave. 

The mana^ment here was unqueilionably fine. Il 
forms a ^rand precedent for future occaiions y and, in 
my opinion, fully ami explicitly determines where the 
control over the prerogative of choofing Minifiers 
ought to refide. The importance of this remark J 
leave with you. Sir ; for I think I have feen arguments 
in your paper, more than once of late, tending to Ihevr 
tbeneceffity of a control of that nature exiting lbme« 
where. But, great as Mr.. Pitt's merit appears here to 
have been, no part of his condu6k has ever given fo 
much offence, or loft him fo many friends. I fed it 
ttiy duty, therefore, t6 ftate and examine the fevcral 
grounds upon which he and his new Admiuiftration 
have been attacked ; and for this purpoie I again be* 
fpeajc your candour. 

The great point of attack is, that Mr. Pitt aAed 
with dupl'rcity in the late arrangements, becaufc, after 
uniting with the principal Members of the Senate, to 
turn out the Doftor^ on pretence that the times re* 
quired an Adminiftratton compofec^of all the -tifcotf 
of the country^ a* foon as hi& pprpoiV wu offe^ked, he 
'. - a 6 formed 
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formed an Adminiftration without any talent at all. 
Well, let the fa6k be admitted : his purpofe was a laud- 
able one, namely, to get into place, which he could 
not have done, unlefs he had amufed the Country and 
the Senate as he did. Gentlemen may call it dupli- 
city, or whatever they pleafe ; blit if an ingenious de- 
vice* and liratagem for one's own advancement is to be 
called by fuch harfli names, ihere is an end to all 
courtefy upon earth. Sir, I do not deny that'he duped 
the nation in this inftancc, and cheated bis friends too^ 
if you mu(l needs have things exprefTed in broad lan- 
guage. But, Sir, was this any thing new from Mr. 
Pitt ? Perhaps, indeed,- you expeft from a Prime 
Minifter the fame veracity and honour which you look 
for in a private gentleman 1 Believe me, Sir, the 
fraud is pious which is pra3ifed for a nation ; and the 
Qian.muft needs be virtuous who facrifices his cha- 
rafter and reputation for. the good of bis country. 

But let us take it in another view, and inquire 
how ihe beft judges and followers of morality have 
taken the matter "Up. Have they ftiunned Mr. Pitt 
for this part of his c;andu6jt ? Has a fingle mitred 
bead (baken with difapprobation ? or has the religion 
of Mr. Wilberforce and the Thorntons taken the lead 
oflence ? Fqr my own part. Sir, I hate a clumfy trick 
a^ much ai any man, but a dexterous deception gives 
me great contentment; and I want no better proof of 
Mr. Pitt's fitnefs for his office, than that he could, in 
a matter fo important, deceive his ableft and neareft 
friends, and thofe who had every means of knowing 
him bed. 

Now let us proceed to the next point in this great 
article of accufation ; I mean the formation of a weak 
Miniftry, when it was agreed on all hands that a ilrong 
one was neceffary. I enter on this particular with 
jMK||»i&b€er&}nefs, and alacrity, becaufe it has been 
W* - ^^hfi epcioii^s.of Col(m^Pii^{liU}nk the 
' . .^ nailitary* 
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military title mod appropriate to the times) with par- 
ticular triumph, while it appears to me the bigheft 
proof of his judgment and fkill. 

Pray, Sir, let us confider a moment what is meant 
by aijirojig Adminift ration. In my mind, there can- 
not be a greater error than to fuppofe^ that a vigorous 
Admihiftration muft have all its Members vigorous. 
Obedience is ten times more important. Give me a 
Primie Minifter who knows how to ufe his authority,, 
and I ihall require nothing from his colleagues (as 
they are improperly called) but obedience and fub- 
miffion. The people have been grofsly abufed whed 
they have been encouraged to cry out for Fox, and 
Grey, and GrenvillQ, and Windham, and other men of 
abilities, to be taken into the Cabinet. They could 
not fee that, inftead of adding power to the Colonel, 
fuch coadjutors would only curtail it. They would 
deliberate away his projefts, and (to borrow an ex- 
cellent phrafe from Mr. Canning) ^< throw a wet 
blanket*' on his infpiration?. Sir, I donotwifhto 
wfe hard words j but I cannot help remarking, that 
this fcheme of making an able Adminiflration may be 
traced to the fame daring faction, who, not long ago, 
propofed to ftrengthen the national defence, by ap* 
pointing a Council of General Officers to affift the 
Commander in Chief— as if, forfooth, his Royal High- 
nefs wanted advice from thofe whom he is appointed 
to command. ^ . ; 

Sir, this is not a time to fritter down and divide au* 
thority. In thofe days when we had only a flumberi- 
ing Bourbon to oppofe, we might indeed employ a 
deliberating Cabinet, and men of civil talents to fitt 
the offices of State j we could go on well enough not* 
witliftanding our habeas corpus^ and our other conftL- 
tutional clogs, and (with whiggiih jealoufy of (land- 
ing armies) cling to our old militia. But, now that 
we have an Emperor to^ oppofe, we muftpurfclveaber 
. .. ^ " cgme 
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came Inoptmly and fight with imperial wcapotii. 
Dowa^ thefi^ with the Militia I Call up a ftanding 
force ! Prepare the prifons I Let not Princes of Waies 
nor Dukes of Norrolk command EnrUihmen 1 Hire 
the hungry Heffian and the ooQntryKfs Hanorehati 
to guard our hearths and our laws ! Oh^ Pitt I oh, 
Cobnel ! I long to fee thee in the plenitude of power. 
Would thou Wouldft create a new office for tbyfel^ 
and be Lord Advocate of England ! 

I hope the reader will pardon this apoftrophe, 
efpecially as it i« no digreffion j for 1 have been fliew- 
iDg the neceffity erf raifing the Colonel up to that ele« 
tatioQ which would enable him to cope advantageoufly 
with the Emperor of the French. And I have the 
ktiififtioa to believe that our Colonel hhnfelf has 
long been medftating on the means. Jn the laft war 
be fband himfelf n6t fiilly a match for Bonaparte ^ 
beoaule^ although he furpafled him in the ftudy of 
human nature^ he knew little or nothing of the prac<* 
tticeof war. Many people of good information fup- 
|iof(t that the confcioufoefs of this defeA was the true 
caufe of his refigning his place, and that he gave the 
reins to the DoSUm* juft to hold for him till he (honld 
learn the field exercife. It is not my bufinefs to comr 
anent on the r^iery of the Dodor in keeping the 

ece after I he Oobnel had picked up a proper know- 
ge of drilling ; but of this I am certain, that, in 
doin^ fo, the DoAor has unwittingly conferred a great 
and lafting benefit on his country, by keeping the 
Colonel employed for two campaigns in military fer- 
^ice, and, upon one occafion, fourteen days together 
on permanent duty. I know the Colonel too well 
io think he would endure an extravagant compliment; 
•but I may take upon n>€ to fay, that thofe who have

the Right Honourable Lorfl Finifterre, of which the 
following are copies :

'^ MY LORD, Nov. 7, 1803. 

I have the honour, by this^ the earlieft oppor- 
tunity, to inform your Lordfliip, that on Thurfday 
the 3d inftant. Captain Lynx, of the Eagle frigate, 
communicated to me a letter from Lieutenant Piercer, 
of the hired armed cutter L'Efpion, ftationed to watch 
the operations of the French off Breft, &c, ftating,' 
that from the motions of their gun*boats, fifliing-^ 
veflels, and other y5»aW Jry, Which hacj, for fonxe 
time, both fingly and (as opportunity offered) in 
fleets, been Ikulkiiig along the coaft, from their fmall 
ports and inlets, to avoid our cruifers ; nay, this letter 
.udds, that fome of them have even been put vpon 
wheels, and drawn to their place of grand rendezvous 
by horfes, therefore there was reafon to believe that 
the long-expeAed expedition was on the point of (ail- 
ing, Thefe movements, and alfo fome which were 
made by the men of war in the harbour, which I had 
intelligence were no longer chflined io t/te groujid, 
induced me alfo to fufpe£t that the enemy meant to 
take advantage of the length and darknefs of the 
nights^ and ot the fogs, which, even at this early pe- 
riod <rf the winter, hang over the Channel in Uie day, 
and attempt, with their coUefied force, the invafion 
'of our coaft. This fufpicion was in fome degree con- 
firmed by advices which J received from Captain Oak, 
'of the Fury bomb, lieutenant Stii^, ot the Ant 
.cutter, and from other quarters, all agreeing that 
fimilar operations were carrying on at St. Maloe^, and 
other ports, which led me to conclude that the dif- 
ferent flotillas a£ted in^conccrt, and that the buftle in 
every place indicated a general movement at the fame 
. time. Fearful that the appearance of an Engliih veflel 
fhould thwart their intention, and two or three ga- 
. tjiered together frighten them back to their poris; 

aud 
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^nd refoh'ed, at tihelkme trme, to gite Ihcm plenty of 
fca-room; I ordered all the brigs, cutters, floops^ 
luggers, laun<che$, and even (kifFs, with whiich we bad 
'hitherto oppofcd them, to join the fleet, which I 
judged to be the only means to put an end to the va- 
pouring on their pans,* which every gale had conveyed 
to our (hores, and nnpattence on ours at the delay 6f 
vengeance which the brave fellows under my .command 
feemed to confider as the only ^hardfliips of the ex- 
pedition. 

As I expefted, on Friday mormng the 4th inflant,- 
-the iignal was made from the Refolute, Captain Take- 
*aM, .that the enemy 'had failed, and wer^ -at that time 
'About eighty 'leagues- S. E. of Cape Barfleur, colleft^- 
■ing-therr force, which was ftated to confift of twenty- 
eight fhips of the line and fome frigates. The fmall 
^craft, which iifued from the creeks on the oppofite 
*fide'of theChannel, 1 underftood to be innumerable. 
I immediately ordered the fignal to be made for the 
•fleet" under my command to make all fail in chafe, 
and endeavour to cot them off their own coaft: this 
'we happily eflfefted. Favoured by the wind, we found 
on the morning of 'the fifth of November iuftant, the 
day on^which they bad proudly vaunted that they in* 
tended'to make a defcent on our eoaft, that they were 
about mfd-channel, incumbered with their immenfe 
flotillas, which appeared to be fcattcred in all direc- 
tions, and which, it feemed, by the frequent fignals 6f 
the flag-fliip, and the anxiety of the repeating frigates, 
the Admiral was endeavouring to colleft^ and, aa ihuch 
as in his power, to concentrate. A circumftance hap- 
pened at this period (nine o'clock, A. M.) vt^hicH tne 
enemy probably confidered as fortunate, though in the 
event it was attended with ferious confequences to 
ihcm : namely, about half an hour after we had 
' difcovered them, and juft as I' had made the fignal for 
the (hips as they advanced to attack them fingly, for, 

agauptt 
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• againft fuch an irregular and diforderly«Iike foe» it was 
iinpoilible to form a regular Hue of battle ; jufl at this 
'moment when the True Brilop, . Captain Steady, who 
led the van, was within pi(lol-(hot of L'AiTaflin, 
Captain Sang, it came on fo foggy, that'for fome time 
it fhrouded the whole fleet from our fight. The enemy, 
takii^g advantage of this circumft^nce, crowded all the 
•fail they could carry, and, as I have fince been in^ 
formed, in their hurry to bear, away from ijs, not only 
ran foiil of each other, but run do\vn many of their 
flat^boltomed boats and fmali veflels. About eleven 

^A. M. the fog cleared away, and, as we had ftill kept 
on the fame tack, we again difcovered them : Captain 
Steady, refolute in his purpofe, foon came up with, 
and attacked L'Aifafiin, witti ^n alacrity and intre- 
pedity that does honour to himfelf, office,rs, and crew : 

.the other fblps, as they^cameup, went gallantly into 
a£iion, which was continued with uniforin fuccefs on 

! our part till four o'clock, P. M. 

During this conteft, L^Egyptien, Admiral Jaffa, 
a near relation of the f^irft Conful, (Iruck to the Hoyal 
Sovereign, on board of which 1 had hoifled my flag ; 
the Admiral and crew were confequently made pri- 
foners of war. Le Catiline was funk by a broadfide 
from the Tremendous, Captain Dart« La Gafconade 
blew up early in the a6lion, Le Brutus ftruck to 
the Ccefar, Captain Pharfalia. Le Pet (bomb) alfo 

• blew up with a terrible explofion, .when alongfide Le 
Begicide, which, from this circum dance, caught iire 

'and burnt to the water's edge. Never was acclama- 
tion fo general as that from our furrouncling (hips 
when Le Catiline went down. This I mention with 
the more fatisfaSion, as the greater part of her crew 
were favcd by the gallantry of the Britifli feamen. 

■ Th^ conteft betwixt the Lion and Le Coq, both 

.firft rates, was, while il lafted, extremely fevere; but 
it was decided in favour of the former. While the 

Mni . capture 
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capture of the latter feems to have been the fimal for 
a general retreat on the part of the enemy, who im- 
mediately after appear to have foregone the intention of 
invading oiir ifland, and, in coniequehce, takin'g ad- 
Vantage of a gale which fprurig up in thrir favour,^ to 
have borne away for their dwii eoaft. Le Marat, Le 
feanterre, L'Egalitfi, L^ Baftille, which they intended 
ibr a prifon-inip, with feveral others, flew, to efcttpe 
dur fleet^ with all the canvafs they could crowd. In 
this, however, they had" little fuccefs, Le Marat >^ad 
iforced ihto aftion by the Terrible, Captain CoWe, tod 
foOn after ftrdck. Of the others 1 have hot yet received 
iacorredt account 5 but have reafon to believe that fe- 
Veral were either burnt, funk, or taken ^ and that tbofe 
few which had the good fortune to efcape, w6re in fo 
cripjiled a ftate as to prevent the French gov^rnn^ent 
from a fecond attempt at invafioh, for at leaft man j 
years* 

Thus ended this glorious and memorable day, in 
the courfe of which, and in attending tq its coiife* 
qiiehces, your Lordftiip will perceive that I have been 
too much engaged to be more particular. One obfer* 
vation you will permit me to make with refpeft to the 
ofScers and failors under my command — ^that they have 
upon this, as upon former occafions, a&ed like true 
Britons. Where all have been fo meritorious, it 
would appear invidious to mention particular indi- 
viduals ; but it is with pleafure and pride I boaft that 
they have in every refpeft deferved the rewards, the 
applaufes, the honours, which their King and Country^ 
whom they have fo ably defended and avenged, have 
prepared for them.

npHE match between the Moinwaring Colt^ ai)(l 
*'' Parfon Tooke'^ famous horfe Ci/eean, was decided 
on Thurfday at the Brentford courfe. The celebrate^ 
match between Diamond and Hambletoniam did not 
excite one twentieth part of the intereft in tht 
(porting world. At an early hour the roads leading 
Nio the courfe in all diredions were crowded with caY* 
riages of every clafs, horfemen and pedeftrians of all 
ranks, ages^ and defcriptions. The road from London 
was 10 a manner covered with a folid ipafs, the crowd 
being fo great as frequently to render it.impoffible to 
'movie. The race was fifteen rounds ^f the Brentford 
Courfe; the horfes to liart from the Stand- houfe,com<i> 
moniy called the Haftings, down Kifs-book iiil], 
acrofs the Devil's pitch, and fo round again to the 
Stand-houfe. On Tuefday morning the hour of ftart^ 
ing was announced by \he, fonnd of marrow-bones and 
cleavers^ bnrdy-gurdy mufic-grinding millsj and other 
R 5 melodioiis 
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melodious inftruments, A good deal of time was 
fpent in weighing the jockeys. Old Moh rode Citizen, 
was full of porter and gin, and in high fpirits. The 
Colt's rider was many pounds too light ; but Alder nxan 

C 1 Mr. M , &c. threw in fome^o/, and 

made up tk? deficiency. The jockeys then mounted, 
and rode to the ftarting-poft. The Colt was rode by 
Magi/irgtej in light (ky-blue; Old Mob rode in purple 
and orange. Never did two horfe appear fo unequal, 
as^ they ftood at the ftarting-poft: the Colt was m 
low condition, rough in the coat, and did not (hew 
much blood or bone : Citizen^ on the contrary, was a» 
fleek as a nio'ufe, ftood near a hand higher than the 
Colty and was in excellent condition ; but he was a 
good deal pvjfed, and was fuppofed to have been 
very much ftrained in the clieji in his late match with 
the Colt's fire. Citizen^ who has been for fome 
time the crack horfe of Bretvtford, was the favourite^ 
and the odds^ before ftarting, were, at tfie loweft, 
ko to I upon him. Exaftly kx nine o'clock- 1 be figj\al 
was given, alid b«th horfes 'went ofr at full fpced. 
?rhe refuk of^ the firft roUnd was not calculated to 
change the opinion p^ evioufly entertained of Citizen' % 
fupenority 5 he took the lead, and kept it all the way. 

The fecnond pVoved the Colt ft) be of g(K>d bottom ; 
he wfent off in a fpirited ftyle, lay clofe to Citizen^ 
and juft' paffed him within about twenty yards of the 
poft. The oddsj however, continued nearly the 
fame, it being- the genfertil opinion tliat Citizen lay by 
to make play. ' n 

The third heat gave quite a new turn in favour of 
\\\^Colt. It now 4i)pea'red that his rider had held him 
in the - two fi"rft heats, as he /wallowed the lity and 
went off with extraordinary velocity, leaving Citizen 
nearly a diftanc^ behind. 

. The fourth, fifth, and fixth heats^ were cpntefted 

much in the fam$ way, tlie Coli proving uniformly vic- 

2 ^, '*- torioua^ 
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torious, difplaytng fine aftion and great bottom. Du- 
ring all this' time the populace (hewed evident marks 
of chagrin and difappointment. They hooted and 
hiflcd the Colt wherevei* he appeared, and, at times, 
threatened to break in upon the courfe. 

The feventh beat now came on, and the event put 
them in good humour. Citizen took the lead, and 
never fufFcred the Colt to come alongfide of him* 
His appearancp, however, was by no means flatter- 
ing. He was bloian, and his wind fo much touched, 
that he made a noife like a roarer. The Colt^ on the 
contrary, though hardly prefled, had never turned a 
hair. 

The eighth heat, both horfes put forth all their 
ftrength. The jockeys gave ihem whip and fpurfrom 
the itarting-poil, and they went neck and neck all 
round, Citizen only winning by a nofe. 

The ninth heat was conteftcd with equal obflinacy, 
but was won by the Colt jutt by a lingle length. 
Bets now began to vary confidcrably; the odds, which 
at the beginning were ten and tvvch-e to one^ now 
dropped to three to two, and four to three. Indeed, 
at t)ne moment, the bets were even. Great difcon- 
tent now began to manifeft itfelf among the fporting 
gentlemen who backed C'fti^ceii, They fwore be was 
badly rode ; that Ofd Moh was bribed; that he wag 
drunk, and did not know what he was doing. Still, 
however, they had the greated confidence in their fa- 
vourite, knowing him to be a horie of found bottom. 

The tenth and eleventh heals ended in favour of the 
Colt\ but he was hardly prefled in both by Citizen^ 
who ran him head and girth into the poft. Both 
horfes now appeared greatly diftrefled, and were cut 
from (houlder to flank. 

The twelfth heat did not produce much fport. The 
Colt lay by, and Citizen came in firft without an ap- 
parent -flruggle. 

IV 6 The 
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The thirteetith beat, bowever^ was of .a very dif- 
fereot complexion ; Citizen took the lead^ and ran in 
a ftyle that threatened to diftance bis advecfi^y. Tbe 
courfe being deep^ and much cut by the crowds of . 
carriages, &c. in tbe preceding days. Citizen threw 
fucb immenfe quantities of muaztid dirt into tbe face 
of bis adverfary^ as almoft to blind him. Tbe con* 
Sequence was, be came in firft by almoft a diftance, 
^midft the (bouts of tbe populace. Old Mob now 
feemed confident of fuccefs, cracked bis whip, and, 
to thofe who had charged him with being drunk^ 
boafted that d^fpur in the head was worth two in the 
heeL 

The hope of Citizen's friends was now almoft raifed 
to certainty; loo to i were offered and refufed; and 
fpme even went fo far as to fay that the Colt was 
drawn; but this feotiment was of fhort duration. 
Citizen had lain by in the beginning of tbe fourteenth 
lieat, relying upon his fuperior bottom ; but be un- 
der-rated his opponent, and was not able to make up 
his loft ground. 

The viftory was accordingly declared in favour of 
the Colt, who won eight out of fifteen heats, in the 
courfe of which he aftoniftied all the knowing ones by 
his capital performance. 

. Tbe matchf however, cannot be Confidered as finally 
decided, as the friends of Citizen complain of eroding 
and jofilingi and much other foul play^ and mean la 
refer it lo tbe Jockey Club.

It has indeed unfortunately happened, that the Minji^ 
fter's defigns have failed or being underftood^ and o£ 
receiving .their due portion of national gratitude, be<^, 
caufe his friends and the public at large think there 13 
no other way of knowing what he means than by z%n 
tending to what he fays. Now, Sir, independent of 
this being a very foolifli way of getting at the inclina- 
tions of any politician of modem times, it is particu- 
larly unlucky in the cafe of our great financier, whofe 
ifhetorical fligbu are in general fo much above the 
common read)» that while his hearers are with ere& 
ears endeavouring to catch a meaning, he fairly {hoots 
over their heads. 

The truth is, Mr. Editor, that in all his finance 
bills there is fomething expre0ed and fon^hing un- 
derftood ; one purpofe avowed, and another, and perhj^pi 
a much better on^ concealed. This is fo jremarkahly 
the cafe in the new St^jmp Bill, that it is furprifiiig 
that fome have not perceived it; and that otbars,,per«^ 
ceiving it, have not been charmed with it. &iri;]y 
your readers muft anticipate me fo far as to be iwar^ 
that I am goin^ to mention that part of the Bill whici^ 
refpe£U jittomies. A little bickering in the Hoiife h^$ 
gbliged Mr. Pitt on this occafion to ]>ring forwiu^ 
both his purpofes ; and they dseyfir/i^ to raife nioney, 
to bring this war to a profperous ifliie ; smdjicondijf^ 
U) render Attornies more refpe&able. Surely, Sir, th<^ 
magnitude and importance of two fuch obj^b ought 
-to have procored thejtfipif^er ^ejr9ifejuflly due to 

iiich 
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fach vaft'Wd gigantic efforts^— efforts, too, in wHicIl 
the country is not only deeply intereftcd at this prefent 
moment, but is likely to be fo to the lateft pofterity ; 
for we may not atways have^i^ir^, but I trulif we fhalF 
always have ditornies. 

' This happy union of morality and taxation cannot, 
1 really think, be toomuctt admired ; and althoogh f 
have Jong perceived that it had a firm root in the 
mind of our grear fiimncier, I have regretted that* the 
public was not fenfible of it^ and that its clamours were 
therefore, always dire Aed to the prevention of a little 
evil, without confidering the obftru6Hon thereby given 
10 a much greater good. Of this we have another in- 
ftance in the Bill in queftion,' I mean that which lays 
ftamp duties' on medicines. As I have not feen the 
fbhedule, 1 know not to what amount thefe are; but as 
the Minifter's ufual practice is to lay rather much than 
little xyti a favourite hriicle, I dare fay thkt I may proceed 
in my train of reafoning, taking it for granted that our 
juleps and drops are duly confidcred in this new Bill. 
I aver, then, that by a parity of re^tfoning this may 
fend to render apothecaries more refpe^iable; or if that 
be denied, becaufethe ow2^^ of prefer! ption lies between* 
♦he Dbftbr and the Apothecary, I aver that the advan- 
tage will be^ greatly in favour of the laft confumer, I 
inean the pattent. I fpeak it on the authority of fome 
of our firft praftitioners, that patients in general defpife 
medicines that are cheap ; and merely becaufe they are 
fcbeap, they think they can have no efficacy. 1 may 
tWlenge the whale College to deny that this is a very 
jMrevail?ng*pdpulaT opinion. But it is how abOut to be 
^mot^dj and is not this an objeft of great import- 
ince^-? ' ' \ 

t Some may fay, indeed, that if there are perfons who 
fefufe medicmes becaufe they are cheap, there are others 
who will refufe theni when they are rfear. And* pray,' 
Mr. jfeditorj to what does this fine argument amount, i€ 

not 
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not to another proof that the falus popnli rs the j5r|l 
obje6k in our tar bills? Wh^i wotdd be the mighty 
confequence rf fome perfons rejefted medicines ? Whyy 
Sir, they would do as in other cafcs^ they would find 
fubftitutes; and praifed be our financiers, thefe fubtti- 
tutes, namely, temper once, Jblr let if ^ and exercife, are 
tnoft ably enforced by our wine taxes ; and our carriage 
and horfe duties, not to fpeak of the Volunteer fyftem^ 
which is admirably cakulated to promote the circula- 
tion of the blood, the only fangiiijiary purpofe, I fin- 
cerely hope, it will ever be found to promote. 

If we confidcr patriotifm as a branch of morality, 
.which it unquellionablyis, and of religion too, I can- 
not help pitying the blindiiefs of tlmfe who. do not fee 
how much it is advanced by every new ftamp and 
every new tax. It is the duty of every man to contri- 
bute to the utmoft, to the fuccefs of war, or peace, 
or whatever the nation may happen to be engaged 
in ; and, as fome men are very negligent of this duty, 
how wife is it to remind them of it, and induce them 
to perform it by a fort of delufion, whict^ prefents one 
objcASt to them, while, in fa6t, they are execiating 
anotjier ! This is what I term the double purppfe of 
taxation, and it may be exemplified in a thoufand 
inilances. A man may think, for example, he is 
treating his friend^ or gratifyivg his tafte^ wh^n he 
pufhes about the bottle, without confidering that he is 
contributing, at that moment, to ralfe a regiment^ or 
launch a Jhip. This remark may, indeed, hold juft 
as to all objefts of taxation for the laft century ; but 
it muft be allowed, the principle is very much extended 
indeed, when it is extended to the fick-bed and the 
nurfing-chair. This I really think an improvement, 
becaufe on fuch occafions, from the inteiTuption given 
to a man's habits of living, there would alfo be an 
interruption to his patriotic contributions, if it were 
not contrived now that 2^ fever Qxo\x\A be of fome ufe 

in 
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in givJDg tefi to the nation, and an agueferve to reward 
♦he courage of our defenders. To a benevolent mind^ 
^is furely muft aflford many pleafing reflexions, and 
paay raife a fniile in the moli ficklied countenance, 
^eljhinks our divine Shakfpeare had a prophetic eye 
to this politico-phyfical fyftem, when he alks his dod;br 
if he had any " rhubarb, feuna," or other, '^pur- 
gative dfug" to '* fcour his enemies'* away, who were 
then invtmng him. Well, Mr. Editor, let us be 
tb^nlcful, the time is come, and the enemy threatens 
our fliores : let us, while we artfully feem to turn taiX 
^ifcharge thofe iiamped vials of wrath upon them, and 
teach them that| we have one lumlardment yet left^ 
which they cannot refift. 

I hppe now, Mr. Editor, that I have advanced 

enough to throw a more favourable light, not only on 

pur general taxation, but on the new fiamp duties, than 

jthat in which they have hitherto been viewed. I have 

pnly one more remark to make, becaufe it may obviate 

an obje&ion. It is commonly thought that the faculty 

may J perhaps, be more tender in their prefcriptions ; 

but thU, I think, is extremely improbable. In the 

firft place, they will receive their fees juft as before ; 

jBod fecondly^ tt is very natural to fuppofe that they 

will increafe, rather than abridge their prefcriptions ; 

{>ecaufe they will have an opportunity of difplaying 

^heir patriotifm on a very large fcale, without the 

fm^Ieft perfonal rifk. I have not made the calcula- 

J^on, but I (hou!d fuppofe that if our phyficians do 

jtbeir 4uty (and they have never been found deficient 

jor difloyal), the article of nervous difeafes alone may 

IK^ jbe a(hamed to appear in the fameeilimate with the 

fjmd and Malt Tax; and I have no doubt, that tl^e 

amount of foreign and home-made fpirits will not 

greatly exceed the net produce of oiir Jiomacjf, c&m- 

plaints. Indeed, by a judicious phyficiaa who fludies 

poliUQS.at B^tfon's, or elfewbere, tl^remay always 
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be a certain proportion kept up between receipt and 
ex.penditure ; and, when they difcover fome fecret plan, 
or vaft expedition, they may prefcribe in fiich a manner 
as to prevent the expenfe from falling fo heavily on the 
a&tve and laborious part of the community, by dif- 
tributing it among thofe who plead indifpoiition, and 
whofe indiijpofition may therefore be a public benefit. 
There can hardly, I think, be any reafon to expert 
unfair dealing, or that any phyfician would be fo 
Jacobinical as not to render •* a charming flow fever,*' 
or a ** delicate dejed;ion of fpirits,'* beneficial to the 
revenue ; but if there were, the fraud might at any 
time Be deteded by a careful ihfped^ion o( the bills of 
ihortalitv, which muft now, of courfe, form one o( 
thoTe valuable documents which lie on the table for the 
yiuftration of Budgets. 

As tp o^Her tnMes of evading thefe t^xes, I have 
not paid much dttention to them, becaufe my (primary 
obje£t was to exhibit ttie happy unioii of morality, 
patriotifm, and taxation, which our Minifter has con-^ 
trived, and for which he merits great praife. It is 
certain no taxes can be inventea which fome perfons 
wijl not find means to evade ; but this, I niay venture 
to fay, will not be vet'y pra^icabte, nor often at- 
t^pted. A man in a rs^pg fit of the gout or colic 
has no thoughts to beftow on the ftate of Europe ; 
difeafe is c^no party; and ftubbom mufl that politician 
be, who, iri the paroxyfm of an afthma, would caVe a 
fig for Pitt or Bonaparte. I am, $ir,

A» 
ftoryhadlikevyife been given out, that they were to he 
ijLicceeded by a piece cafled The UnioUr fuperioi: in wit 
ind energy to every thing before feen in England, land 
calculated to command the admiration and fupportof 
all ranks, profeflions, and parties in the .cppiniunity. 
Never was there fo much difappointment and difcon- 
tent as when the prom ifed novelty was at lad pro- 
duced "^^ Sometimes an audience is diil'atisfied with

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what is really excellent ; bitt, in the prefcnt inftance, 
the popular teelingis fully fan^ioned by coolinveQiga* 
tion and fober refleftion. Tke New Cabinet is. the 
mod wretched, vamped-up compofition that was ever 
impofed upon the public. It is faid to be copied pretty 
exa^iy from fomething that appeared in the time of 
Richard II. or Henry VI, ; but, in my opinion, it 
has nothing Engli/h m it. It is rather framed upoa' 
the German models which has unfortunately become 
much too prevalent in this country. The authors who 
imbibe this tafte, I need not tell you, are .extremely 
arbitrary y dcfpifing eflablilhed opinions, and obeying 
no rule but their own caprice^ 

Cumberland'a dramas have been cenfured, becaufe. 
the charadiers were all virtuous and all amiable* Su^b 
a ftigma by no means attaches to Tke New Cabimt*- 
Indeed, an honed man is fcarcely to be found in it; 
and the moft wonderful felicity is difcovered in afTem* 
bling fuch a venal, felfifti, odious crew — all diflferent 
from egch other, and yet all bearing a refemblance. 
A confiderable number of them are fo trifling and in- 
fignificant, that, though they have lofty titles, they 
feem introduced merely to fwell out the lift of the 
dram, perjl to the ufual length. The Horatian maxioi 
has been adhered to — 

— nee quarta loqui perfona laboret— 

for not more than two or three ever attempt to fpeak. 

The hero is a very ftriking rcprefentation of a maa 
under the influence of wild ambition. He has fplepdid 
talents, with which he might be ufeful to his country,, 
but he facrificcs every thing to his love of power. 
Endowed with fome fenfe of honour, and dime regard* 
for fame, his ruling frenzy goads him on to a£lions> 
that are perfidious and difgraceful. His example 
ought to be au awful warning to the young and afpir- 
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ingi for, apparently in the poffeffion of the objeft of 
^utiboR wiihes, He is ftiil unhappy. The paft holds 
•ut a dveadfiil retrofpcA to bim^ and he is perpetually 
liannled by fears for the future. He is not even con- 
tented with the power he at prefent enjoys, but, in his 
leftleiiMfty is revolving defperate expedients how he 
itoayeiilarpe and perpetuate it. Poetical julHce feems 
to be vioMited by his being allowed to go unpuniihed. 
Thus much may be faid^ hdwever, that he evidently 
&ifiers enowh nrom his own thoughts, and that the 
imprefikm Kft is decidedly favourable to integrity and 
jmtciotifm. 

' The next cbaraAer is a Scotfman. He pofTeflTes 
lome humour, but has no claims to originality, being 
an overehargecl copy of Macklin's Sir Pertinax M*Sy^ 
iophanL If nature and manners vffett to be ftudied, 
the features ihould have been confiderably foftened ; fot 
ijt is not eafy to conceive that there ever was a ftatef- 
inan who not only defpifed principle to fuch a degree 
ki fecret, but who fd openly derided it. He ihuns 
hypocrify, as a man would clear himfelf from the im- 
putation of cowardice, by ilabbing every one he meets- 
He Appears as a mere chaptnan in politics, and ready 
^foy or tmfiiy any thing for place and patronage. I 
^uft likdwife obferve, that his accent is greatly to6 
broad, and his vulgarity too difgufting. How is it 
poffible that a perk>n fo illiterate and uncultivated 
fhould be allowed to play fo important a part in a 
civilized age and country ? The feelings of the Scottifti 
nation muft have been exceflively wounded, that this 
fhould be held up a fair fpecimen of their learning, 
purity, and decency. The fatire is too extravagant to 
promote the ends of malignity and prejudice. 

A Lawyer has been mtroduced for the fake of 
variety. He is very deeply concerned in the pht^ 
4nd Is the chief inftrument in bringing about the 

denouement 
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d^ouement.. . The foeeches, given hiai are vcit^' long^ 
t)ut rather dull. He is particularly fond of laying Hi* 
.hand upon his breaft. This charafker is very muc^ of 
the larmoyant fpecies. 

Scarrely any of the reft are worthy of particular no*- 
iice. Among them there is a young Hibernian lacquey, 
.who occafions fome merriment by (inging a ballad wkh 
the burden- 
Two ftrings to my Jbow, 
Me noqe cap overthrow ; 
Me none can o'erthrow, 
Two firings to my bow. 

The Peerage is libelled by a thick-headed, bro^d- 
bottomedj Dutch (kipper -looking fellow, who is called 
the Duke. An old potatoe-mercbant and brown bread 
baker, for what purpofe Heaven knows, is lugged upon 
the ftage, with the title of Secretary of State; and a 
fpoiled child entertains the audience by taking the pet 
upon being offered a pieqe of bread a^id butter, and 
immediately after aiking pafdon, and promifing never to 
do the like again. 

There is sl female "who is materially concerned ip 
the a£iion i but, upon the aiithority of feveral of 
Terence's plays, Jke remahis behind ihejienes. 

Sir, as this critique has already fpun out into fuQh 
unexpe£led length, I (hall only farther obferye, that 
the cfmdu& of ike New Cabinet \s very irr^guk^r ; that 
ilsjentiments are illiberal ; that its language is coar/e, 
and that its numbers are feeble.

O^/ Off! i;efounded 
from every quarter. For a little while there, was 
fome hope that the unanimous voice of the public 
would be obeyed ; but orders were iifued, the Aor//e 
was packed, an4 we are flill condemned tp behold 
The Triumph of Treachery.

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likely to be very long-lived, and will hardly, by any 
management^ be made to run longer than Ibe opening 
of the next feafon. 

Before concluding I ought to obferve, that; in the 
opinion of many, the oftenfible author is by no means 
to be toadied, with the blame which has been fo liberally 
^aft upon him by the very men he has favoured. The> 
iNew Cabinet is fuppofed to be the fecret compofitioa 
of- a fecret and myfterious Junto.

Bedlam incurables. .Others have gone 
ftill farther/ anJ, mounting a cart, a wall, i coach- 
box, or a tree, have opetily harangued an affembled 
rabble, and folicited thei^ candid CTitic'ifrns. Thd 
crowd, amufed with their ftrange words, and ftranget 

fefticulations, have encoUr^aged them by repeated 
^ rezzas; and* the felf-gralified aftofs have retired with, 
the higheft opinion of their own merits, and with a

never to'lefajtisflid Ivith tiny thinly ufilefs tlipy them" 
Jelves have ddne it, Frotn this it ai^pcars, that the 
great art of the aftor.muft be io deliver his grumbling 
and difcohtented fpeeches in a' tiianncr calculated to 
.hiake the greateft iitiprcffton 911 the ^udietice. Moft 
6f them, indeed^ have been loiie^i'ccuftc^med to grum- 
llingy and they form great e^cpe^tationsfrbii'i theper- 
fcdion which they have acquired b^ lon^ practice.

ybiir leader !" 'fhe faid Manager ^ nowever, has no^ 
|ound means to coUeft liis jcattered force^ and tx> 
engage many, who, having nothing el(e to do, were 
not unw^lii^g to tiry lfhei|r tajeiit|i as a^ofs^ To thdlcf 
he /las aiHgned a very confiderabile "part ih thte comedy 
.of 'l)if(x^nient ; add be places ^reat reliance opoi^ tnen^ 
for (he fuccefs of the piece^ b'^ old friends Wying 
jSgu^ away in grumbling xliaradeiB, ilW they.'K^ve 
jjuitewom out tb^paiience of tl^e public, who Beg^ 
jto (fav^e them. He has always be^ cbnfidered as an 
aiSor of great talents} though exceedingly unhappy 
jn the choice of the parts which he biight to play ; 
as wed as in the pieces which he produce<^ moft of 
which have been irretrievably damned. He is, betides, 
apt to be ah entbufiaft in whatever be undertakeis ; and 
to carry his aiding to a degree of extravagance, equally 
inconiiftent with commoo ienfe and good tafte. This 
IS, however, faid to be the eSk& of ^he alivice of 
fome of his friends, who, with far inferior talents, 
have contrived to manage ^nd nuflead him. ^ By their 
means, he has often attempted and been difgraced in 
narts which be ought never to have played, and which 
nis own judgment, upon cool reflexion, feems to have 
difapproved. He ftill, however, continues to dircc^ 
the company, and to aft the beft parts in their full 
pieces and after-pieces; and there can be no doubt 
that he will perform one of the nioft conspicuous 
charadcrs in ^* The Murmurs of Oppojition.*'

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Amoiig thofc who are pi'indrkilly to Tuppdrt ^iht 
^onager tti this drama, is an Injkmauy who is known, 
among his friends by the name of Dan-Sherry, tsit 
fiherry-J>an, fuppofed to have b^en given htm bjr 
nis bottle companions, in dliuiion to the great qnan* 
tity of Sherry-^vffi are, however, told C/ore/— which 
he has been continually pouring down his throat, anfl

This man wrote feveral pieces for a theatre of, his ownj 
which were well receiveq ; btit nothing would content 
tetn but the place of 'an after on the Political Staged 
Here he craclcs ibkes, tdls (lories, makes puns and 
conundrums, and pours forth repeated vollres of jefts, 
at all which the audience laugh in the mean time; but 
notwithftanding this, moft of the "pieces in which he 
has been engaged m\h^ Political Theatre^ have beei^ 

d ►d. Yoricky however,' ftill perfifts in the feme 

Career, and defies even Hamlet to fay that he is 
** ciiop'f alien.*' He is to play a droll part in the 
comedy of *^ The Murmurs ;" and the audience will, 
as uftial, laugh ' heartily at his jefts, but d— n hi^ 
*' good intentions** 

The next perforin^t is known by the appellation of 
.Wind — him, from his notorious liability to be wound 
and turned about, or in allufion to the variablenefa 
and inconftancy of the wind, which he a good deal 
refembles. He is alfo very much given to interlard 
his part with quotations, and fcraps of Latin. He; 
too, aims at jefts ; and, by pains and appHcatimi>. 
(hreds and patches, he may no doubt qualify bimfelf

'T^HE new fyftem of public law invented by Monfieur* 
* -■' Bonapartij which confifis in the feizure of Mcf- 
'fetigers and Minifters (no matter whioh) tq their 
•journey through neutral countries, and in the arreft 
^of Foreign- A^nbafladors in the midft of the Court to 
-which they are-aecredited,. having been fufficiently 
^ eftablifhbd Dy recent praAice, (and what foreign Prince, 
•let me aft', will prefume to controvert fucha prece- 
dent?) I beg you to allow one of the unhappy Cwps 
Diplomatiqtie to give you his- reflexions on thia fubjeil, 
and to propofe tome plan for the accommodation of 
OQf maKtms to the prefent ftate of things. 

It is, Sir, not a littie hardj that while we are 
brandifhing the pen with one hand, we (hould arm 
the other with a muftet or a piftol ; that we, who 
never thought of a fword but as an elegant- appendage 
to a court drefs, and never regarded its temper, pro- 
vided we could but Keep our own, (hould now be 
obliged to drJtw it from its fcabbard, where, for fo 
many ages, it has flept in peace; or that, like a 
celebrated Jidmiral, we fliould Begin to pra6itHe writ- 
iug with the left hand, left fbme unlucky chance of 
war (hould carry off the right. I will not prefume 
to predia to what evils nations may be expofed from 
this left-banded policy ; but let Monfieur Bonaparte 
a look 
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look to it, or, pohaps, while he is inventing nn?gi« 
nary confpimlors out of our Drakes., andj Tftjslori^ 
and Spencer Smithgy he may raifeahoftof heroes ia 
the Cobenzels and Lucchefinia, who now quietiyt 
ffiunter to his levees, and may draw down upon his 
own head the firflr experiments^ of their»new fcience.
